Boote, out of that Which is before the Frieſts, the Levites. 


a 7 S in the diſpoſition of the Fabricke of 


the great Worlde, appeareth a Superioritic 
and Inferioritie, in ſublunarie thinges, ruled by the 
cœleſtiall influences of Sunne, Moone, &c. (as Phi- 
loſophers teach) and amongſt particular ſenſible crea» 
tures, ſeverally conſidered, there is one prædominant, & 
Man over all, as His yvouedeoia, Genes. 2. importeth: And, as in 
the little Worlde I Man] the Soule hath Soveraignitie over the Bodie; 
ruling it, or which at thelcaſt ſhouldrule it beeing ſubje& to none, 
but to the Creator, and His Spirit, by which onlie it ought to bee gover- 
ned, and directed: Even ſo, amongſt Men there is one Soveraigne in a 
Nation, having ſuperioritie and rule aboue others; him-ſclfe ſubje& to 
none, but to GOD, to Whom hee ought Homage, and ſubmiſſion 
to bee governed and guided by Him; as is evident out of this Text: 
which, as it poynteth at his duetie to GOD, ſoit implyeth his Sove- 
raignitie over others, and diſcharge there-of ; And therefore, lyke the 
Pilote, directeth him, to looke with the one Eye to GOD, and with 
the other to the Rudder of the Common- wealth, or Man. 
In the Text, there is a Circumſtance of importance, and 2 Præcept, 

to bee conſideted: before the Circumſtance, a Note of Connexion is 
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prefixed in the particle I 4nd] which is lyke Janas, looking backward 
and forward. By it is ſhowne, That as GO D gaue direction, that 
the King ſhould not bee 8 Stranger: for woe to that Land, where a 
Stranger teigneth : That hee ſhould not multiply Horſes, to put his truſt 
in Armour, and multitude ©f Horſes: Nor multiply Wyues, to doate 
on the pleaſures of the Fleſh, to become effæminate: Nor to confide in 
Affiances, and Allyes: Nor multiply Golde and Silver: But, in ſtead of 
all theſe, to take this Aud] exegetically: Hee ſhould haue the Law of 
GOD before his Eyes, and fcare GO D, This ſhould bee a Guarde, 
this a Sworde, and this a Treaſure. And hee that did this, ſhovld nor 
inlacke any of the other threer as the Ratification of the Wiſh of young 
King SALOmMON, GODS IliDiDian, ſhoweth: to whom, 
becauſe hee azked Wiſdome, Ritches and Honour were alſo given. 


When he ſirteth won the Throne of his KingdomeL , 


A. His Circumſtance is generally and particularly to bee explayned. 
Generally , When bee ſitieth: that is, when hee ſhall bec eſtabliſhed 
and confirmed in his Kingdome, then hee ſhould haue a care of GODS 
Worde. The Leſſor may bee: Kinges confirmed in their Kingdomes, 
ſhould haue a care of Religion: becauſe, before that tyme, they can nor 
haue thinges ſo ſolidly ſetled as they would, DAD eſtabliſhed, ca- 
reth for the Tabernacle : and by ſetling it, hee knew that GO D bad 
confirmed his Kingdome. Ioas n beeing crowned,careth for repa- 
ring the Houſe of GOD, Ilos1as —— for Reformation. 
Cons TAN TIN E aymed oſten, for the eſtabliſhment of Chriſtiani- 
tie: but his Colledges, and his Warres agaynſt the Tyrantes, Mazentius, 
Licinius , croſſed his deſignes. But no ſooner ſetled hee the Empire, but 
hee ſer him-ſelfe for eftabl1ſhment of Religion: as that famous Coun» 
cell at N1c&A witnefſſah. Secondly, vnder this another poynt lur- 
kech : Thar as for ſcrling of Religion, a confirmed eſtate is to bee wi- 
ſhed, as GOD ſhowed to Daviyd by NATHAN, That Hee 
would giue peace to his Sonre SAL © MON, who ſhould builde Him 
an Houſe : So they, who intendeto ſettle Religion, would have Autho- 
itie from GOD. If Kab, or yet /xiab, meddle with the Taberna- 

e, or the Altar, without a Warrand; the one dieth , and the other be- 
commeth a Leaper, Thirdly, Sitteth i to wit, peaceably: the phraſe 
importethio much. Thus, for this ſetling, Peace (if it may be had vpon 


æquall conditions) is moſte requiſite, For, as commonly Leges inter 
arms 
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anna ſilent 1 So, Neligio & pietas exulant à caftris, And, O quam dulce eff 
women Pacis ! By this the Hebrewer expreile all Happineſſe, and perfe- 
Aion of living. This the Angels, moſte gladly, congratulate vnto 
Men, This CHRIST, moſtecarcfully, bequeatheth ro His Dif 
ciples. This che Apoſtles, moſte carneſtly, enjoyne. This the Spirit 
of GOD, moſte ſetiouſly entreateth, and commandeth vs to follow, 
and ſeeke, with all men: which che GOD of Peace grant. 
Particulacly, the Perſon { Hee: ] the Eſtabliſnment I Sitteth: ] and 
thirdly, where- in I be Throne of Hu Kingdome are to bee diſtinguiſhed, 
The Perlon is {| Hee] of whom the LORD ſpake in the former 
verſes: the King. This Kingly governement amongſt Nations, conſi- 
ſting of Magiftracie, Lawes, and People; as it is vndoubtedly the oldeſt, 
and moſt renowned: ſo it is moſt profitable, and beſt . For, firſt, it re- 
ſembleth GO D 1a His Soveraignitie. Thus the Heathen imagining 
a perſect Governcment, would needes haue a King amongſt the gods, as 
Ariftotle and Cicero contelſe, The King then,lyke G O D aboue, conti- 
nually careth for his Subjectes, lyke Clowdes dropping Righteouſneſſe. 
Secondly, the light of Nature not onely acknowledgerh this forme of 
Governement moſt ancient, as thoſe former Philoſophers cited, and Salu- 
fins, and Trogus Pompeius, witneiſe : but lykewyſe hath eſtecmed it beſt, 
The foure Moanarchics, as the Spirit of GO D fore-ſeech them ia Daniel, 
are founded in this Governement; if wee conſider them decyphered 
eyther in Nebucbadne ars Image, or in the particular Viſion of the Beaſtes. 
There is no exception agaynſt chis, but of the Kowanes , whoſe Empyre 
was founded in the kingly Governement; and it came to the top and 
height there - by, when Ialius Ceſar tooke the whole ſwey there of vpon 
him-ſelfe. As for the name EmrexovR, where-by they ſtyled 
their Governours, it was in deteſtation of the name K 1 w G, becauſe of 
Tarquin. ſuperb, Not- with- ſtanding, the power and manner of Regiment 
was all one; as the people at the creating of the firit Conſules, by ſeeing 
the twelue Faſces, did feare, and confeſſe. Wee may reade in Herodote, 
after the laughter of the Magi, that the Nobilitie of Perfia, (altho Ottanes 
and Megabyſes diiſwaded ) concluded the kingly Governement to bee 
belt. Livias reportech, atter chediſcerping, or away-taking of Romulus, 
there beeing an inter-Reguum for a yeare, the Senate and People both 
condiſcending and concluding the kingly Governement to bee beſt z; did 
chooſe Nama Pompilius, altho a Stranger, to bee King. Auguſtus Caſat 
ayming at his one tranquilitie and reſt, often intended a Reſignation 
of his Otfice, to the Senate. But finding it hurtfull, and dammageable to 
the Common · wealth, determined the Princely Governement to bee beſt. 
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Thirdly, by this forme manyeſt of the Common - wealthes haue beene 
ruled, and it hath continued longeſt; for both ARts5TOCRATIEA, 
and DEMOCRATIA, where they haue beene in requeſt amongſt 
people, they haue beene ofcen altered, and had ſhort tooting ; Yea, 
where · ſo- ever they are to day, or haus beene , they are forced to berake 
them to the Monarchicall Governement, as their laſt Refuge : both tor 
eſtabl:ſ1ing of the Common-wealth, and for Peace and Warres, This 
was evident among the Remanes , chooling their Dictators. This is 
clear: amongſt the Venetiaus to diy, chooling their Dukes. Fourthly, 
this forme is moſte profitable, in Peace and Warres . Demofthenes tolde 
the Athenians, that Matters went beſt with the Common- wealth, when 
the King was Furniſher, and Treaſurer, and needed not to abyde Mens 
dererminations, and Purſes. And, as no wan can deny, in a Common- 
wealth, that one evill man, is leſſe evill, than many: So, for managing 
Effayres of Eſtate, one good Man, in ſupreame Aut!horitie, is better, and 
more expedient, than many. For in multitude, ofren-tymes , there j: 
confuſion, not onely of Voyces and Willes; but of Witts and Votes, and 
diverſc diſtractions and impediments; ſome too ſlow , with Fabius and 
Attilias: ſome too raſh and headic, with Sempronias Flamminias, and 
Terentius V arrs : ſo that oft, Scinditar incertum ſtadia in contraria vulgus: and 
that Proverbe of WoMeN is moſte frequent, Dam molinntar, dum co- 
nuntur annus eſt: beſides that Nulls fides regni ſociu: yea, Oumiſqae pote- 
ſtas impatiens conſortis erit , And, to dreame, that all will bee of one 
mynde, is PLATO&ss Chimera of his Commonwealth. Fiftlie, 
CHRISTES Governement coinmeth out vnder this Name; A King- 
dome of Grace heere, and of Glory hcere-afrer. Sixtly , this was the 
forme eſtabliſhed by G O D amongſt His People, firſt one Moszs, 
then one los Hva, and one ludge after another. And laſtly , nor 
onely in Subſtance, as before, but in Name, Ki GES. Then, to con- 
clude, the Perſon ¶ Hee] is the King, having a Princely, and Monar- 
chicall, Governcment , 

The Eſtabliſhment is [ Sitteth] principally eſtabliſhed by the K iN o 
of Kinges ; and, ſubordinately, by other meanes . Thus His [ Sitting] 
is by a double Right: one principall, the other ſubalternatiue. Tne ſub- 
ordinate meanes are diverſe z ſome-tymes by Election, which altho it 
was firſt, as many Hiſtoriographers report; yet it had [mall foo: ng, and 

cat encomberances; as the Hiſtorie of this Kingdome( beiides others) 
in making choyſe of one, which was a meet Man, of the Ferguſian blood, 
(before Kenneth the firſt) can witneſſe. This Forme was in the infan- 


cic of the Worlde , when men were choſen, for cheir Heroycall tha + 
an 
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and goodneſſe, to bee Leaders, and Guyders of the People z caring for 
their dubjectes, as Parentes for their Children · But therc-aſter , and 
now, Men are choſen, not ſo much for their Goodneſſe, as Greatneſle: 
And, there-fore, commonly, their Reigne beeing onely for their lyfe 
tyme, that falleth out, which Tyberius feared, of the change of Gover- 
nours of Provinces ; 7 bat new Flees byte ſore. Secondly , ſome-tymes 
by Conqueſt, by the Sword, and Oppreſſion, Men come to Kingdomes: 
not onely as Pynbus ſayde, Detur acutiorem gladium habenti: but as the 
Spirit of G O © ſayeth, I tranſlate Ewpyre from Nation, for the finnes 
of the People, Not onely is Nimrod a mightie Hunter before the LORD; 
bur many $abarian Kingdomes , were founded by this meane: that fa- 
Ham unius , hath beene exemplum ad multos, Theſe Kinges made them- 
ſelues abſolute Lordes, over mens perſons and goods and ruled their 
Subjectes, as a Maſter doeth his Slaues . Thirdly, ſome-tymes by Suc- 
ceſſion, heredirarily ; which in ſome kingdomes was not ablolute; as 
amongſt the Lacedamonians; who onely in tyme of Warres had abſolute 
power, but not in Peace. But, for the greateſt part, this forme is abſo- 
lure, in many kingdomes; and hath beene counted of olde, and newe 
lyke- wyſe, moſte (ure, and with leaſt diſturbance, where the Heyre is 
knowne: and G OD lyketh beſt of this, as His Fromiſe to DA iD, 
for the continuation of his Linage, teſtifieth, And, by this forme, ſome 
of the Learned obſerue, that CHRIST, as Man, borne of the Royall 
Race, had Right to the Crowne of I'vDAan: and, there-fore, Hered 
was affrighted: But CHRIST tolde Pilate, His Kingdome was not 
of this Worlde. All theſe ſubordinate meanes, are directed by that 
principall deſignation of G 0D. In the fifteenth Verſe of this Chapter, 
Thou ſhalt in any mcs, ſet him King over thee, Whom the LORD 
thy GOD ſhall chooſe_ The Wiledome of the FAYTHE& fayeth, 
By mee Ringes retone_, PRO v. viij. Verſ. 11. The principall 
Right, then, is by GOD S appoyntment, where- by Kinges ſit vpon 
their Thrones. There- fore, altho the King hath no Superiout vpon 
Earth, but ( as Tertallian ſayeth) Rex ſolus D E O minor: and, Licet coram 
DEO, Reges ſunt bomines, tamen coram bominibus, ſunt Du: yet ſtill hee 
holdeth of this Grand Signior, GO D; whole Vice- gerant, and Vicar, 
hee is vpon Earth. For, as the Is RAETLITESs could not abyde 
GOD, ſpenking in HIS MA1REST1E; So, neyther can Man 
abyde H I A, ruling in HIS MaicHrT: And, there-fore, 
Hee ſayde to Mos Es, If I ſhould abyde amongit them, 1 ſhould breaks 
aut, aud conſume them. 


B 3 Since 
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Since ſit by GOD, and ere called Gods, then they ſnould 
carrie in them · lelues the Image of GOD, not only az all men in gene- 
rall, but after a more ſpeciall manner: ſhowing and manifeſting the 
Stampe and Character of the Image of GO D ; beein good, as G00 
is — : and vſing their goodnelle, for the good of G ODS people: 
diſſolving, by practiſe, the ſcruple of that Queſtion ; That principally 
they were made Kinges for the people; beeing Patres Patrie , and Reges 
erant uutricii tux. Secondly, if the King (ic ſupreame Governour by 
GOD, chat Popple of the Pan of ane, exalting him · ſelfe aboue all 
that is called God, is abominable: yea, he, and his Locuſts, are cne- 
mies to the Ordinanceof GO O; teaching a new Doctrine, De difþoſs- 
tione regnorum, depoſitione re gum, de appellatione, & religatioue ſubditorum: which 
was not from the beginning. Otto Frigen. Sigebert Everbard, yea, Onupbrius 
(altho Defenſor papalu dignitatis ) teſtiſie, that Hildebrand ( for manners a 
Brand of Hell) was the firſt that hatched, and ſpued out, ſuch poyſon, 
excommunicating , and depryving, HENA IE the fourth, AN N o 
Dowing 1077, And therc-after, Alexander the third, did treade 
the Emperour FrxeDERitcKE vnderhis feete. Neyther were Be- 
nifacius Arguments beforcin requeſt; altho, ſince thatryme, they haue 
beene forcible, to make the Kinges drunken, with the Poyſon of that 
Whoze of Babylon : yet they are of little worth, Paſce Oves, ſignifying 
to the Clergie, rather to feede, wich wholſome Doctrine, than Rege, c 
dominare: For Hee that enjoyned the one to Paſtores, inhibited chem the 
other. Secondly, Fece duo Gladii: PETE is reproved, for vſing one 
of them, and cauſed put it vp, &c. The Apoſtles, and Primi:iue 
Church, liviag vader moſte bloodie Tyrantes , taught not ſuch Do- 
Arine, nor perſwaded the People to any Revolt. But, contrary-wyſe, 
Inftine A artyr, Iræneus, Tertullian, and others, who wrote Apologies for 
the Chriſtians, ſhowed, that they prayed tor the lyues of Emperoures, 
a peaceable Eſtate, ſound and wyſe Counſellours, and ſtout Souldiours 
to them. And if any prætende the paucitie of Chriſtians, the Hiſtorie 
confuteth them: not onely of Autoninus F hiloſepb. legion, and Tertull. 
wryting, that the Cities were full of Chriſtians: but of Ieveanus crying, 
hee could not bee Emperour, becauſe hee was a Chriſtian , All the peo. 


A ple and Souldiours cryed out, Chriftiani ſuwxs . But Bella mine, Lib. 2. 


Cap. 19. de Pomif, cloſeth thus; Whyle Heathen Princes reigned , the 
Pope was not Superiour , but was judged by them. Where-vpon 
any man may inferre, that Princes loſt no- thing, eyther of their power, 
or juriſdiction, or yet their Honoures , becomming Chriſtians, But 


rather were eſtabliſhed in their former Dignities; becing enthroned —

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the Kingdome of Grace, and reſtored vnto the Image of 6 O0. This 


helde moſte firme and ſure, vntill 1110 yeares, at the leaft, after 
CHRIST. Wherc-by wee may learne, that that Kawanc Dagring 
13 nt C atbolicam 3 for it is 2gaynſt that Rule of Vin cenTavs Ly» 
RENEN SIS, Catholicam eft , quod omnes ubigue & ſemper tenueraubs 
(And, by this Rule, all the reſt of their Erroures might bee rejected.) 
Therefore, Paſtores would lcarne at CHRIST, to give vnto Cæſar, 
that which is Ceſarsz andat PETER, andthereſt of the Apoſtles, to 
ſubmit cheme!elues to ſuperiour powers. Thirdly, Flarterers lykewyſc 
hcere-by ate juſtly reproved, who cry to Herod the Voyceof G O D, and 
not of Man: æqualizing and praferring, very often, the KiNces po- 
wer, with GOD: crying that olde locaftas Tale, to Heliogab, Qued libet, 
licet. Inciting them agaynſt GODS KINGDOME: inculcating 
often in their Eares , not onely that olde Tragicke , Si vielandum, eft jus; 
but, Ei Regis violare, reguanii cauſa. Who can controll them? As if 
they had their Subſiſtance from them- ſelues; forgetting iet Fe» ex- 
d:xo0y wry. Therefore, let all Ababi, Seltazgrs, Herods , Neroes, In- 
lians, &c. know, that altho they bee Kinges on Earth, yet they are Ten- 
nandes , at GODS will; and holde their Crownes of Him: by Him 
they are numbered, weyghed, and found light. Lyke-wyſe, let Sejanus, 
vnder Tyberias, (if Moderne Examples will not) teach Flatterers, (of 
_ Beaſtes, moſte eruell) to repeate often, Famo periit , qui fumos ven- 
ar. | 

The third particular, where-vpon is the Throne of Kingdowe ; by this 

is meant, not onely the Dignitic and power of the Kingdome; bur 
chiefely the exercife of Iudgement; for, the word [THRONE] is ta- 
ken in alluſion from G O D; to whome the Scripture attributeth a 
Throne of Majeſtic, Iuſtice, & Where-by wee may learne, that 
they whom G 0D heth appoynted to ſit vpon the Throne, haue lyke- 
wyle aſſigned by Him Thrones, Dignities, Excellencies, and Præroga- 
tives , incommunicable to others, Their Styles in the Scriptures , are 
competent, &g ya, vTepry,ac, ej De, poynting at their Super- ex- 
cellencies, aboue others. This their Enſignes declare; Scepters, to rulez 
Swordes, to puniſh the wicked, and defende the Godly : And Crowns, 
not ſimply for their owne Kewarde, but to manifeſt their power, which 
they haue to gratifie others: For, GOD will have them repreſent His 
perſon, not onely in Office, but in Honoures : there- by to imprint in 
the heartes of their Subjectes, a reverend eſtcemation of their Kinges: 
altho neyther to make them Gods, with the Heatben, nor worſhip _ 
4 as the 
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as the Fein did, which the Grecien Captaynes could not abyde yet to 
render vnto them all due honour, thinke reverently of them, not to 
ſpeake evill of them, no, not in thy Bed-chamber z to ſpeake with all 
humilitie of chem, and to them: and chiefely, to ſpeake to G 0 D for 
them: to render all Taxes, Tributes, Cuſtomes, &c. gladly vnto 
them: Yea, every loyall Subject, is bound to ſeruc his Prince, with his 
1 Goods and Lyfe, as GODS Word allowethz Let every Soule be ſubjed? 
q | to the higher Towers. All this muſt bee done of a free and wiiling 
mynde: yea, in conſcience, and for Conſcience ſake » There-fore, this 
may checke thoſe, who will teach, or practte, any diſobedience to Prin- 
ces: and they who doe it, (as the Philoſopher ſayeth) ſhould not bee 
retuted by Reaſons , bur by Baſtanzdoes, Since the King hath GOD 
onelie to bee his ludge, then none of his SubjeRes can judge him; fatre 
leſſe rebcll, or take vp Armes againſt hm. Ua vip judgement and 
practize, towardes S A v, altho hee had the Right to the Crowne, 
and the other was rejected, and twiſe deliveted into his hand, may ſolue 
the Queſtion, troubling the fierie ſpirites of Scebaes. Ichs his exttaordi- 
narie warrand, cannot bee a Cloake for ſedition. Secondlie, this Throne 
importing the dignitie of a King, conſtituted in his Royall Rights, and 
his ſuper-excellencic of Giftes, for managing that Governement, ſho- 
weth like-wiſe, that in a lawfull King, given to the people for their 
good, Graces and Giftes are to bee found , which are in no other man : 
and that in them, hee is a true Individuum: that in all the Kingdome, 
there is none like him, in all relpeftes, As SAV, altho a rejected 
King , was ſupet· eminent, that none was like him; and beeing annoin- 
ted, hee had his minde changed: So everie good King , is, and ſhould 
bee, a Parogonin Graces. As ALEXANDER faide,there could not 
bee two Sunnes at once; ſo, in a Kingdome, one Sunn: is onelie meete, 
and apt to bee King. There - fore, hee beeing as the Heart, or the 
Head, in the Bodie, from which the Subjectes receiue influence, and 
direction, (beeing, as D a v1 Ds Souldiours ſaide, worth ten thou» 
ſand) ſhould kythe a ſound Hearr, and a wiſe Head, vpon whome the 
Common - wealth dependerh , There - ſore, thirdlie, this Throne requi- 
reth a Diſcharge of the Office of a King, and a righteous Royall Go- 
I verncment, accordinglie competent, and convenient to their Thrones 
of Dignities, and Graces · Stares-!nen and Lawyers, having manie Diſ- 
putes, concerning a Kinges Office, at laſt recapitulate all in theſe particu- 
lars: Firſt, To make, and abrogate, a Law: Secondlie, To make Peace 


and Warres; Thirdlie, To take knowledge of the laſt Appeales ; 
Fourthlie, 


* 
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Fourthlie, To appoint, and diſappoint, great Offices: Fiftlie, To charge, 
and diicharge, Subjectes, of Taxes, aud Sublidies: Sir tlie, To diſpence 
with Lawes: Seaventhlic, Tos hance, or pull downe, the Value, Title, 
and rate of Money: Eightlie, To caute Subjeties iu care the Oath of 
Obedience. But ſince theſe appeate rather to bee Koyall Prærogatiues, 
wee may amalle che Dueties of a K ing in three, according to the Thrones 
of GOD in the Sctipture; Of MrAcIr, IVS TI ce, and PA O- 
VIDENCE: ard according to a kinges Enfignes, A Scepter, Sword, 
and Crowne: deligning them Duties, to rule, judge, and defend. Rule, 
by the Scepter ot good Lawes, and example of all Vertues; chiefclie, 
Meeknetle, Stouineſſe, Liberalitie: having learned A4wrelins Saying to 
his Sonne, To make his Subjects rather to loue, than feare him: That 
tragicall is to bee exploded, Quem metaunt, oderunt. To judge by the 
Crowne of Wiſedon e, Providence, and luſtice: not onelic, with 84 
Lon on, praying for Wiſedome z but kything ic in action: kno- 
wing not onelie Trejans Saying to the Prætor, and Senate, That hee diſ- 
charged that Office tor them: but 1emembeiing, it is tor GOD, and 
the ludgement the LORDS: as Ix nos OPH AT ſaide to his lud- 
ges, and Princes: Remarking the Widowes Speach to the King, I. 
peale from thee, O King. From theraſh, to the ſober, & c. Hating that 
fact ot Demetrius, throwing all the Billes of Complaint over the Bridge. 
Learning to doe luſtice, in giving everie one their Due, (not giving 
the wide Coate to the big, and the little, to the little man:) and to doe 
judgement, in puniſhing Offenders: inter- mixing the Throne of lu- 
ſtice and Mercie: and inter- lineating. in one Shielde, Alea anders Severi- 
tie, with Titas Serenitie, Thirdlie, By the Sword, defending the Sub- 
jectes, by prowelle, care, and vigilancie: making their Vertue , a Mit- 
rour to others Subjectes, and a Guard to them- ſelues: that, with Aare- 
lins, all may haue free acceſſe: they neither fearing their Subjectes, nor 
their Subjectes them: abhorting thoſe ſiniſtrous ſuſpicions of Dionyſſas, 
Lewes the ele venth, & c. I will not reprouc thoſe Monſters, not onelie 
of Monarchies, but of Nature, Caligula Demitian, & c. vvhole vices and 
manners, | wiſh at GOD, might haue beene buried with them-ſelues, 
and an Act of aumsia may bee made, that never ſuch like bee found 
— Princes, whoſe pleaſute was onelie to pyle, ſpoyle, exyle, and 
kill, their Subjectes. But let thoſe Mirroures in their tymes, beſides 
Scripture kinges, David, lostas, &c, 5 — with the Eye in 
his Scepter, 7 beopompus, Auguftns, Trajan, & c. bee Glaſſes, for Frinces to 
looke into; whoſe tame, tor vertue, ſhall never bee buried; and whoſe 
vercues, there is none that =” not, and loveth. And, therefore, lee 


kinges, 
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Kinges, kiſſing GODS Sonne, learne to bee amongſt thoſe true He- 
roickes ; that at laſt they may inter · change tlieit Crownes of Gold, with 
a Crowne of Glorie. 


Hee ſpall mite him a Copie of this Law, in 4 Booke , &c. 


N che reſt of this Text, there is firſt a Præcept of wryting, having, and 

reading : then, the vſes: affirmatiuelie, Firſt, That hee may learne to 
feare GOD: Secondlie, To keepe His Commandementes: Thirdlie, 
and to doe them. The vſes acgatiuelie; Firſt, That hee bee not life 
vp, &c. Secondlie, That he turne not from 60 DS Commandements. 
Thirdlie, There is a motiue to vrge the Præcept, and vſes, prolongation 
of dayes , 

The Przcept hath three conjunctiue parts, either ſeverally, or joint- 
lie ; ſerving for the three dueties of a Prince. For judging, hee muſt, 
wryte a Copie: for ruling, hee muſt haue it with him: for defea- 
ding, hee muſt reade out of it, the Barrels of the LO RD, and His Wat - 
ches: or, ſeverallie, for judging, hee mult wryte, haue, and reade: ſuch 
lyke, for ruling, and defending. Thus theſe partes may bee conlidered, 
Conjunttim, or Deviſim; but, taking them a- ſunder, the firſt is, Hee muſt 
wryte: where-in wee may diſtinguiſh che action, and the renour and 
authenticknelle of the Copie. In the firſt, wee may ice where-of the 
Copie muſt bee: Secondlie, the action it ſelfe i the matter where-of is, 
Tuts Law, where there is a deſignation ; or OT, THE Law. Se- 
condlie, a commendation in the demonſtrative, Tuts: the matter of 
the Copie deſigned, is the Law, The word Toran, ſignifying pro- 
perlie Doctrine, and Inftitution, ſome- tymes deſigneth the Law, as it is 
diſtinguiſhed from the Goſpell: Some-tymes the Law contained in the 
Bookes of Mosts , as ſome of the Learned take it, in this place; as our 
olde Tranſlation this La of DevreronoMIe repeated, Some-tymes 
it is taken generallie, for the whole Word of GOD; comprehending 
both the Law, and the Goſpell, as ExoD. xij. the Law is one, &. 
Where-vpon may bee inferred ; Altho ſtrictlie in this place, the Law of 
Moss is commanded to the King of the Iewes , ( becauſe then onely 
gvrictten ) the morall Law principallie as the Informer of all good men: 
Then, the Ceremonial! , tending to the obſcrvation of Pietie, compre» 
hended in the firſt Table: and judiciall, ſerving for obſervation of lu- 
ſtice, contained in the ſecond Table. Vet, to all Chriſtian Kinges , the 
Law, that is, the whole Word of GOD, is recommended; where-by 


they

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they may bee made, fiſt, perfe A Men, ard Chriſtians ; then, good 
Kir ges. The cem mendation, is in the particle [ THis ] altho ſome 
take TH1s indicatiuelie: yet it may bee marked, as ccn nerdatiue; 
This Law , bee, for Excellencie, and Emimei cie there - df. Other 
Actes and Decrets, haue their owne nan es: but this preperhe & chietely 
deſerveth the name of a Law, beczule it is, ar d ſnould bee, the ground 
of all Lawcs what-ſo-ever; Yea, ro Laues ſhould bee ad itte d, nor 
allowed, but thoſe which are grour ded there-· pon, and ratified ihere- 
by: Yea, there were never yet Lanes eſtabliſſied, in a well-reformed 
Common-wealth, but thoſe which n ight bee reduced, ard appeale vn- 
to Tuis Law, from which no Appeale ſhould bee m:de: altho our 
Advetlaries, the Papiſtes, would vrge the contrarie. Secondlie, Tris 
L aw , becauſe of all Lawes, it is moſte profitable, for King and Coun- 
trey : Inis, teaching their mutual) dueties; TuS, ſhe wing the in- 
convenientes of neglect of duetie: THIS, declaring how they ſhovid 
bee reconciled more ſoundlie, than Menenius Agrippa did f atres & le- 
beios: This, intimating how the Countrey ſhould bee governed, how 
Peace and Warres admiiſtrated, and whatis the tyme ot both: That 
all Platoes Idea, of his imaginative Commor- Wealth: all Ariflotles and 
Cicerces Politic kes: nor Matchivalls Præceptes: neyther Lycurgas, Solons, 
Numa Tempilius, nor Draco his Tables, can bee con-pared with T 11s 


Law. Ihirdlie, THis Law, becauſe the King ſhould make it the 


Ground, and Foundation, not onelie of all his Lawes, but of his actions: 
ackrowledging it, to bee Nermam, & jndicem controveſiaim: examining, 
ruling, and trying, all by Tuis Law . Then ſhall che Court of Con- 
ſcience beate ſwey, and that high Court of Parliament prævayle, to doe 
Iuſtice, and ludgement. Then ſhall Flato haut his Wiſh, that Reges aut 
fint Fhiliſeſ bi, ant I biloſopbi Feges. That, as Conſtantine, at the Councell 
of N1ca&a, gaue everic biſhop a Bible, delring that it ſhould bee 
ludge: ard ont laſt Soveraigne, of blelled memorie , ſayde, and wrote, 
that the Sc ir rva ſhould bee ludge of all: and, as Angaitine, contra 
Maxim. Ari. Neque t« debes Ariminenſe , neque ego Nicauum , tanquans 
pre judic at arus Scripturarum autbotatibus proferre Concilium. 1t Magiſtrates, 
ſuperiour, and infcriour, would rule, ard judge, by THIS Scrpren, 
Plato ſhould not lay, Vbi multi jurifþeriti, & medici, ibi multa injultitia, & 
intemp eranti a: neyther would there bee ſo manie Gloſles vpon the Law, 
Convaſes in the Law, nor nyſtic ke piactiſes of the Law: I pray GOD, 
that none of them bee myſteties of iniquitie agaynſt Trzs Law, 

The action for judging, is, hee muſt WRITE: not to inſiſt in the 
cauſes in generall, why GOD would haue His Word written : that it

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might bee kept ſound, and vncorrupted, propagated, and preached vnte 


Man the eaſier: and that all might bee examined according to that Leſs 
bian Rule; alcho our Adverſaries ſhould kicke agaynſt the Prickes, 
The King, according to G OD $ direction, muſt haue a Copie written, 
that he may be a keeper of both the Tables: Not in his ſtudie onlie, but 
in his actions: hee muſt have it written, for him - ſelfe, and for others. 
Altho ſome would thinke, it were anough to him, to manage the Eſtate, 
and looke to court matters, yet this Text enjoyneth more; That hee 
WarrzE Tur Law: and, there-fore, that hee bee carctull of it, care - 
full of che Church of G O D, founded there · vpon: carcfull of Keli- 
gion, which is the profeſſion there-of : that it bee Religion vnto him, to 
care for Religion: and not to make it Religion, (as manie doe) to re- 
linquiſh it, to the care of Prieſtes. It is true, ¶ & ⁊uab ſhould not meddle 
wich the Sacrifice : the King ſhould not bee a Preacher, nor an interpre- 
ter of che Word publicklie: for that is the Prieſtes part. The Church 
of GOD, is lyke a Shippe of Warre, where-in there is a Caprayne , 
Shipper, and Mariners 3 having diſtin Offices, and Charges : The 
Caprayne commandeth to fight, and to direct vnto ſuch and ſuch Ports: 
The Shippet ſhowerh the Captayne the courſe of ſayling. how hee ſhall 
evite the Tempeſt, and Storme. So. ( as after that Aaron was in- 
ſtituted Prieſt, G 0 D diſtinguiſhed betwixt Moses and AAR ONS 
part) the King, and politicke Afagiſtrate, ſhould haue a care of the 
Church. Not onelie that hee bee a Member there-of him - ſelfe; ſhould 
bee carefull of the Law, and Religion, for him- elfe: but, lyke-wyſe, 
that others bee Members of it, bee ſeene in it; that the Law bee ſin- 
cerelie preached, Religion flowriſh : and if it decay, that it bee refor- 
med, and reſtored, according to this Law, as Hezgkieb, lofiab, & c. did. 
If chis then bee true, wee may marke agaynſt our Ad verſaries, and all 
others what - ſo- ever That altho the King ſhould not take the Miniſte- 
riall Function of the Law. and Religion, vpon him-ſelfe z yet he ſhould 
bee carefall of it, thit it bee kept ; and a Revenger of che breach of ir, 
vpon all perſons, Not onelie Simei and Ieab ſhould- feare Sato OA8⁸ 
Sword : but Abiat har lyke-wyſe, if hee ſerue not aright , ſhould bee de- 
poſed. And loaſb may take order with the Prieſtes , that the Money 
collected, bee employed, for reparing of che Temple. Furſt, Becavſe 
WKinges ought to beecarefull of the Good of their SubjeRes , ( ſince for 
that ende — are appoynted) then of their chiefe Good, the Law of 
&0D, and Religion, Secondlie, Becauſe they ate obliſhed here - vn 
to: for, if G O Þ hich beſtowed more vpon them, than vpon others; 
præſerring them to Thrones : ſhould not they cate, to ſee GOD —— 
ted in 
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ted in His Throne, His Worſhip flowriſn, His Temple built e And if 
there bee not an Ordinarie given out of the Kings Rent; yet let an Or- 
dinarie bee made, for mayntaynance of both, as rat and Darius, &c. 
eſtabliſned: that G O D neede not ſende Zachariah and Haggai, to tell 
Zerababell and Ieſus; lince they dwelt in ſyled Houſes, it was tyme the 
LORDS Houſe ſhould bee built. That Heeneede not complayne, by 

the Prophet, That Hee is robbed of Tithes, Da v « Þ had this con - 

templation, when hee dwelt in his Houſe, and conſidered , the Taber- 

nacle to abyde in Tentes: that hee would buildean Houſe to GOD. 

Hee prepared Macertialls tor it, and appoynted it to bee built: hee ſet 

dowae the order, and courſe, of the wayting of the Prieſts. Thirdlie, If 

Kiugs ſhould be honoured, and Honours ſhould be truelie deſerved, there 

is nothing that meriteth Honour more, than Vertue: ( Nobilitas ſola atque 

unica virtue.) Then, the ſumme of all Vertues, Religion chictelie purcha- 

ſech Honour , Terome, wryting to that noble Matron, PATA, deſ- 

cended, by her Father, of GA accavs, and by her Mother, of AG ae 

MemNnoN, preterred this, That ſhee was religious. Lyke-wyſe, wry⸗ 

ting to SELANTHIA , hee counteth onelie, Clarum virtatibus, to bee ho- 

noured, This made DaviD, SALOMON, IEnOSA THAT, and | o- 

$1A$, renowned, This, doubtleſſe, made Cons TAN TIE and 

CuA KLS, deſetue the Name, GREAT, and ſo to bee accounted, 

And this ſhall make CHARLES the firſt of this Yland, as great on 

Earth, ſo great in Heaven: if hee inſiſt not onelie in the ſacred Foote- 

ſteppes of his Father, but in the Courſe begun by him - ſelfe, to ſee Relie 

gion, and the mayntaynance there - of, eſtabliſhed: that LE VI neede 

not wander, nor complayne, as if there were no King in ISK AEIT: 

and that the Prophet hee not forced to goe cyther to the Shunemite, or 

to the Widowe of Sarepts, for mayntaynance, Fourthlie, Becauſe by 

their Vertues, and religious liues, they ſhould moue their Subjects ro be 

Godlie: lice it is moſte commonlie true, Regis 4d exemplany totus cons 
ponitar bis, So that as Vyce, if it haue but the leaſt Patronage of great 
Perſons, is detractiue of many imitators, to cloake their corruption, vn- 

der that ſhadow : So Vertne aud Godlineſſe, in great Perſons, is moſte 
perſwaſiue for people, to follow the lyke : Now fic inflettere ſenſus bum» 
not edifla valent, ut vite regents, From this was it fayde, Avcvsrvs 
repleniſhed the Worlde with Schollers; Tynerivs, with Paraſites ; 
Cons ra N NINE, with Chriſtiansz Iver an, with Heretickes. Thus it 
commonlie falleth out, that of what diſpoſition the Prince is of, if not 
the people, yet the Courteours arc often of the Ivke, There - fore, 
Princes ſhould preaſſe to bee Patrones, and Patternes, of Good, and 
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Feeres in Godlineſſe. Fiftlie, Becauſe Vertue and Religion, maketh a 
Common-wealth to flow ſiu, and to bee eſtabliſhed , where G O b 
dwellech, betwixt the Sholdcrs of Benzaniin; there is Hee preſent, 
by Counlcll, Directior, and Providence. And where Hee is prelenc, 
there all Evill is amoliſh<d, and Good entertayned. Theodeſius vſed to 
ſaye, Dignitas Romani I mperii , eſt Religio & Piet. This made the 
Kingdome of IvDan to flowriſh, vnder leboſapbat, Hez:cbiab , Ieſtab, 
&c, The neglect of Religion, vader wicked kinges , hoboam , dba, 
Zedikiab, made it to bee oppretled, ſacked, and ruinated , And, doubt- 
lelſe, nothing hath made this Vland, almoſt cheſe hundrech, or at the 1: aft 
eyghtie years, more to flowriſh,& be renowned, than the religious care of 
good and pious Princes, for the eſtabliſhment of true and lincere Keli- 
gion. Sixtlie, Heathen kinges, of olde, haue had a ſpeciall care of K eli- 
ion. Not onelie haue the Frieſtes, vnder F haraob, their portions: and 
whyle all the landes of the Countrey were ſolde, and became the kings; 
yet their landes were free to them- ſelue: . Cyrus , Darius, Alexander the 
Great, and Seleuc us, haue à care of the Sanctuatie, and of the daylie Sacri- 
fice, and of the mayntaynance of both. But, lyke-wyſe, all the kinges 
of the Romanes , haue a care of Religion: were chiefe about the Sacri- 
fice, the Emperoures , Fontifices M aximi , the Caliphaes of the Saraſenes, 
were chiefe Biſhops: the king of Calecat,chiefe of his Religion, There- 
fore, much more ought Chriſtian F rinces, to bee carefull, of true E eli- 
gion, that neyther Heretickes bee ſuffered, to ſpue out their Poyſonznor 
the Locuſtes to ſting; nor ſuffer true Profeſſoures, to bee opprelled z nor 
Religion defaced,or mocked; nor to ſuffer the Marke of the Beaſt, to bee 
openlicavowed. But, aboue all, to beware to bee them-ſclues lyke Do- 
mitian, Decius, M axentius, and the reſt of the bloodie perſecuting Crue: 
Leſt that Axiome bee verified vpon them, Potentes potenter: For there is 
one that numbereth them, who can make the hand to wryte , as it did 
agaynſt Saltazar; or them to fall downe in Vermine, with Herod, Bur 
let them bee lyke thoſe Kinges, commended in the ScriptvRE, and 
primitiue Church, more for their Goodneſſe, than Grearnele : that they 
may bee lyke the Trees, growing by the Water ſyde: and that they may 
heare, and feele, that of the Prophet, The LORD ü with you, 45 long 
as yee feare Him, in all your purpoſes , and enterpryZ2s » : 
The ſecond thing, the tenour and authentickneiſe of this Copie ; it 
Huſt bee Out of vbe Booke which the Prieff bath . The Tables were put 
into the Arke, where-at the Prieſt had atrendance ; and the keeping of 
the Law, out of the which the King muſt haue his Copie. Hee muſt not 


wryte one of his owne, nor imagine anie, according to his owne ous: 
taſie, nor 
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taſie, nor invent, nor vent,aniething intheworſhipof GO D, or Re. 
ligion, according to his one will; but according to the Booke of the 
Law. The LORD would not concredite vato Moses, the making 
of the leaſt Piune of the Tabernacle, nor a Courtayne of Goates hayre : 
farre leſſe, matters of greater importance. But, all was commanded to 

be made, according to the paterne ſcene in the Mountayn, Thus the kin 

would learne to ſee all be made according to the plar-forme of GOD 
Word: making there-by GODS Worſhip conforme, and vniforme, 
at the leaſt in the aſſentiall & ſubſtantiall poynts. Neyther muſt anie re- 
ſpect bee had to the patterne of the Altar at Damaſcus: for, of what · ſo- 
ever is derogatorie, or contradictorie, to the Word of GOD, Tertul- 
lies may ſay, Tam facile contemuitur , quam affertur Secondlie, He mult 
haue a Copic , Out of the Prieftes Boote. The Prieſtes Lippes muſt 
keepe Knowledge, The Prieſt muſt vnderſtand, and kaowe, thi; 
Booke : that hee may bee dau. There-fore, it is the Prieſtes 
and Levites, whole it was to reade and expound this Booke, This may 
meete, not onelie with ſome ignaroes of olde ; but with too manie now 
a-dayes; by what occaſion, whether by lacke of Means, or playne ſloath- 
fulneſſe and negligence, I can not tell; ſince there is a King in ISRAEL E, 
and Knowledge is increaſed. But this knowe all, Thar if the King 
ſhould haue this Booke, much more ſhoild the Prieſt bee continuallie 
ſtudying theresin ; Noftaurne verſare maus, verſare diurna. And if the 
Poet could alot no tyme of vacancie, nor ydleneſſe, vnto his Husband- 
man; farre leſſe doech G O DO, tothoſe, to whome Hee hath let out His 
Vine- yarde, and diſtributed His Talentes, in great mcalure. And if the 
learned man could ſaye, Neſeio quid fit obliviſci: farre more ſhoulde the 
Prieſt and Levite ſay , Neſcio quid ſit otiari. Once it was ſay de, If there 
bee a day, a weeke, or a moneth , which appertaynerh not to the yeare, 
in choſe the Prieſt may take a vacancie from ſtudie, and not bee exerciſed, 
eyther by meditation, prayer, reading, wryting, or conferring, etc. and 
to bee troubled with Martha, about manic thinges ; loſing often- tymes 
Maries Choyſe: altho I will not bee bolde, to meddle wk compatabi- 
litie of Eccleliaſticke and ſæculare Effiytes, which often- ty mes occurre 
Frontibus adverſis, in their ſtudies, if not in their practiſes, to men of De- 
14 or Diotrephes hamoures, The Biſhop of Saliſburie his Defenſis Eccles 
fie Anglican , ſolveth this myſterie, to thoſe that will not bee con- 
tentious. That rude diſtinction of the Ruſticke, betwixt the Biſhop 
and che Duke, is deſpytefull, and deteſtable: For Ieboiedah, lawfullic, 
may bee carefull to preſerue the King; to trayne him vp, to giue coun- 
ſell, and put to his hand to his anoynting. And Phinebas , for zeale to 
C 4 GODS 
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GODS Glorie, may not onelie ſteppe foorth, toſtoppe the Plague: bu: 
hee may be ſent Ambaſladour, to ſee that the Reabenites and Gadites build 
no Alcar, to fall from GOD. And Ozias may meete Alexander, if hee 
come to deſtroy HtsnvSALEM, Yer it may bee ſayde, Manie 
Yrons in the Fyre, ſome grow colde. It was commendable , Hoc Age, 
par tam nattus es, banc exorna. Our Saviour ſayde, The Kinges of the 
Faith, exercyſe Lordſhip over them; but yee- ſhall not bee ſo. Aud , ho 
made Mee a Iudge betwixt you? That of the Apoſtle, us avry av- 
b,. And Funftius his exclamation, to roo much medlers in ſæculat 
Effayres , Et que nibil ad nos attinent, might bee a Watch word, Diſce 
mes exemplo mandato munere fungi & fuge cen peflem , ml ourpay- 
(4c00penv: And, Pericles Saying , Fretorem oppertet non ſolum linguam, ſed 
oculos continevtes babere, Thirdlie, If the King muſt haue a Copie 
from the Pricit, then the Prieſt muſt haue the Principall him-lelfe : The 
King muſt not informe the Pri. ſt, ro wryte this Booke; but the Prieſt the 
King. Concerning this Booke of his Salvation, altho the King bee Su- 
preame Governour, and Iudge, over all perſones, Eccleſiaſticall and Ci- 
vill , yet che Prieſt muſt giuc him direction, concerning this Booke, and 
living aecordinglie. This ConsranTine confeſſed, that GOD had 
made him their Biſhopz and chem lyke-wyſe his. AmBros8 boldly by 
this Booke, animad verted Zheodeſeus his raſh ſlaughter of the TaessALo» 
wicans. Fourchlie, If the King muſt haue this Booke from the 
Prieſt, hee muſt haue the Prieſt with him. And it is moſte necellaric , 
that there bee a Prieſt continuallie about the King; to giue him coun- 
ſell, out of GODS Booke; as David had Ahh, ever readie,with 
the Ephod, to exhort him, and all the Courteoures. As Nathan and 1d- 
do were in Davrvs Court; 1ſaiab, in HEzExXians; Huldeb, in lo- 
sans: Lyke-wyſe, in wicked kinges Courtes, were Micajab , and 
Eliab, in AHABs; Amos, in Iex0BOAMs the ſecond ; Jeremiah, in ZzDi- 
xi Aus, ete. Then the King ſhould haue the Prieſt with him; to eſteeme 
of him, as one ſent from GOD, wich the Booke, and heare the Voyce 
there-ot . Hee ſhould not bee lyke Zepixran, to cutte it with the 
Penne-knyfe , and burne it: nor lyke IvL1AN, (yV@y Xartyva7 : 
nor lyke lx A oO, ſtretching out his Hand agaynſt the Prophet: nor 

Pim in Priſon. Farre leſſe, lyke loasn, 
forgetting all the Good which Iebojeds had done; and cauling to ſtone 
Zachariab to death, becauſe hee crycd agaynſt their falling away from 
GOD: nor lyke Hexop, cutting off the Head of Iobn Baptiſt, fooliſn- 


lie, at the requeſt of the Daughter of Heredic, dauncing, and pleaſing 
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him. But, let him giue Earc, and Heart, to followe the counſel! of the 
Prieſt, out of this Booke : not all-moſte, and in ſome thingesz but in all 
thinges 1 with a perfect Heart, and all-rogether; as David did, and 
As A, for a long tymez and Hzzix1AaH, and los1an, did; and proſge- 
red, Fiftlie, If the Prieſt ſhould bee with the King, giue, and haue, the 
Booke: then hee ſhould open it, and cry to the King, out of ic, Hee 
ought neyther to bee a fauning, nor dumbe Dogge; lince GOD hath 
commanded him, to lift vp his voyce, as a Trumpet, and not to ſpare : 
and hath made him not onelie an Interpreter, one of athouland: bur, 
lyke-wyſe, a Brazen Wall, and an Yron Fore-head. Hee ought not to 
bee a blynde Watch man, ſince hee is a Seer: and GOD will require 
the Blood of theloft, at his handes. And woe to him, if hee preach 
not, Hee ought not to haue Demoftbenes Argyranthe, altho the Cap- 
taynes , with Teie fifties, were come to take him, or counſell him, to 
ſpeake good , as the falſe Prophets. But, hee ſhould boldlie reproue 
Saul, altho hee ſhould prætende, hee had ſpared Agee, and the fatteſt, for 
Sacrifices: altho hee ſhould bee forbidden to ſpeake, at the Kinges 
Chappell, and to goe to Iudab; Yet let him remember, where hee is 
ſent with the Booke; altho it were to Betbell, to the Court; yea, to the 
King him-ſelfe , and boldlie cry out agaynſt che Altar, and (aye to the 
King, Thou art the Man,

And it ſhall bees with him: and hee ſpall reade there. in, all 
the dayes of bus He; that lec = may learne_ to fare the 
LORD hs GOD: vo keepe_ al the Wordes of HIS 
Lay, and theſe, Statutes, to does them. 


bane_ it with him. Hee muſt not wryte it, and then laye it 
de, as not pertinent to his Majeſtie: but hee muſt haue it 
with him, as his Councell, and faythfull Counſellour. If it was 

the commendation of Alexander the Great, that hee had ſome parte of 
Homers Workes with him continuallie; and, that hee never fleeped 
anie night, but hee had a parte of them vnder his head: yes, ſuch was 
his eſtcemation of that Booke, It1 aves, that when there was 
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found a ritch Cabinet, amongſt Darius his lewella, hee appoynted it, for 
keeping there-of. as the moſte precious Jewell in the Worlde. Then, 
much more, ſhould Godlie and Chriſtian Kinges, cariie ever with them, 
a portion of this Booke of G O O, and never (leepe, no, nor watch, 
without it; and to eſteeme tarre morethere-of, than of all the lewells 
in all che Kinges Courtes through the Worlde : For, ic will bee in ſteade 
both of Councell, and Countelloures ; ar all tymes, and in all places. 
For, if it bee true, which Cicere ſayeth, That, 4 Councell, is to 4 Keing- 
dome , that which the Soule , Reaſon , aud Vnderſtanding , us to the Bodie: 
Then, howe forcible, and efficacious, is this Booke, which is, and ſhould 
bee, the Soule, and Reaſon, to the Councell, yea, the lyfe there-ot? If 
others verifie, that the Councell, is the Strength and Sinewes of the 
Kingdome: then this of more value, which is the Strength and Arte- 
ries there-of, The Hebrewes lay, That a Councell is a Foundation, 
where-vpon all good Actions, and Enterpryzes, are builded: then this 
of great worth, where-vpon the Councell is edificd , For, except the 
counſell of the Word of G O D bee the ground, all ſhall bee builded ( as 
CHRIST fayeth) vpona ſandie Foundation. There-fore, it muſt 
bee lyke the Councell of the Grand Turks, called Divan; where-in , altho 
the Great Segniour bee not bodilie prelenr; yet hee is covertlie ſo neare 
by, that hee heateth and ſeeth all: that when the Viſor Baſſa reporteth 
all vnto him; if hee lie in the Jeaſt poynt, hee is hanged. If Kinges 
will not make this Booke Præſident in the Court; yet let it bee ſo pre- 
ſent, that it heare and ſee all; and that all bee referred vnto it. 
anie counſel} anie thing repugnant, or contradictorie heere · vnto, I will 
not bee ſo raſh, as to determine, That hee ſhould bee vſed, as they were 
of olde , who counſelled ante thing agaynſt the Gods: or, as Soliman 


vſed one of his Baſſaes, for counſelling him, to murther a Gentle-man, 


that hee might obtayne the loue of his Wyfe. Bur, ar the leaſt, if it 
haue not, Ditatorium poteſlatem ; yet let it have that Tribunitiam, of ode 
Veto. Secondlie, Let the King haue it with him, in ſtead of a Counſel- 
lour: for it ſhall bee moſte faythtull: Firſt, In counſelling, admoni- 
ſhing, directing, and exhorting : Secondlie, It is that true Counlellour, 
which Selon delireth, and which neyther ſpeaketh of pleaſure, nor to 
pleaſe: for, it is voyde of all flatterie, (as Counſelloures ought to be:) 
it will not counſell, for favour of anie, no, not for Abſolom, although lob 
would doe it, counterfaytlie, for a tyme, knowing it to pleale the 
King. Thirdlie, It ſhall nor counſell, for feare of anie, (as Counſel. 
loures ought not to doe :) it ſhall bee the true Athenian z rather hazar- 
ding Death , with a Roape about its Necke, than not to ſpeake the 
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Trueth. It performeth Nebemiabs Saying, and Daniels Practiſe, before 
Balla. Shall fach a Manas |, a Counſellour to a Paince, diſſemble : 
Chiefelie, /b1 agitur non de aſſe, ſed de vita, & ſalute omnium, and for 
Stons Peace, and Hieavsalems Calamitic. It will not holde its 
peace: it is lyke Confedins, who hath beenecver prayſed, that hee ſpake 
freelie, altho in the preſence of Cæſar. Fourthlie, It will not counſel 
for Ambition, ( as Counſelloures ought not to doe: ) Mordicei ſhould 
tell the trueth, and the conſpitacie agaynſt the King, and Countrey; al- 
tho ti aman, and Catiline, ſhould rage, and ſeeke nothing but Præferment 
to them- jelues, and confuſion to all others. Fiftlie, It is voyde of all 
Coverouſnelle, and Corruption , ( where-of Counſelloures, in ſpeciall, 
ſhould beware :) deteſtable are the Princes of Zoan, and thoſe Counſel. 
loures to the King, decyphered by the Prophet: This Citie is the Chal. 
dron, and wee the Fleſh, Let them, by this CovnseLLova, rather 
imitate good Ageſilaus, ( counlelling for Sparta) to refuſe the king of 
Perſia his Golde. Curius, and Fabricia, ate memorable this way i 2Z.uo te 
Fabricius reg non vendidit awe. Hiſtories are full of lamentable Exam- 
les, of the ruines of kinges, and Common-wealthes , by the Bryberie 
of Counſelloures. Penſions haue brought manie to Suſpenſions: Au- 
rum per medios ire ſateliites & perumpere amat ſaxa potentium, & c. Ingar« 
tha durſt ſay of Home, although the ſtricteſt, and beſt governed Com- 
mon- wealth, that ever was; O /rbem venalem, & mature perituram, fi 
emptorem invenerit. The fatalitic of Carolus audax, the laſt Duke of Bur- 
gundie, betrayed by Campobacbio, an Italian Stranger, is remarkable: 0 
cecæ mentes bominum; and, Cet perdere vult Iapiter, eos prius dement at. 
Pharaoh was obdured, that the #g yptians were forced to cry out, Wilt 
thon not know , till Xgypt bee deftroged ? Sixtlie, It hath char propertie, 
which Platarch teq iteth in a Countellour: that is, to bee free of all paſ- 
ſions what-ſo- ever: For in it the Will is never diverted from that 
vrhere · vnto the Mynde inclyneth. Heere Medea determination hath 
no place, Video meliora, probogue , deteriors ſequor. Seaventhlic, It hath 
ever a good intention, for the profit of the King, Countrey, and Com- 
mon-wealth ; which Counſelloures, ever, and onelie, ſhould haue be- 
fore their Eyes: vvhich che olde Greekes, and Romanes, manifeſted, ( as 
exemplare to Poſteritie) often.tymes with the loſſe of their lyues , as 
che Hiſtories of Codrus, and the Decũ, doe witneſſe. Eyghtlie, It coun- 
ſelleth onelie honeſt meanes to bee vied , that Ariffides might approue 
the counſell there of: not ohelie profitable, but honeſt lyke-wyſe , for 
Atbens . And by it, all Lyſanders pet juries, and policies, are exploded , 
Nynthlie, It hath choſe true properties of a Counſcllour, Skill, Wiſe- 
'- dome, 
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dome, luſtice, and Loyalciz, For Skill, more knowledge in it, than in 
all the Politickes of che whole Worlde, of ruling, judging, and defen- 
ding GODS Pcople, Heere moſte true and ſolide Principles, and 
Practiſes, of Wiſedome: Heere the onelie Rule of luſtice: Heere 
molt vprighe Przcepts, and Performances of loving Obedience, and 
Homage, co bee found: And, there-fore, to conclude, Ir ought ever to 
bee with the king, tor ruling z and with everie particular man, for con- 
verſation . 


And bee” ſball reade there-in , &c. 


[ this third parte of the Pracept, for defending, there is an exerciſe : 
Hee muit reade: and the extent, how long: All tbe dees, &c . The 
action is, Hee mult reade, Hee muſt not keepe this Booke cloſe in a 
Cheſt, nor claſped vp: bur, Hee mult reade it: Although men would 
thinke it anough , that the king ſhould ſuffer others to reade it, or cauſe 
others to reade it; as for him- elfe, that hee guyde the Eſtate, or reade 
Præceptes of Matchiavell, or Bookes of State matrers: No, no, that is 
not, nor will not, bee ſufficient, For, aboue all Bookes, hee mutt reade 
this. SALOMON wrote manie Phyſicall, and Naturall, Bookes: but 
all periſhed, except thoſe of Divinitie, preſerved tor our beneſite. The 
king, and others, may wearie them-ſelues, by much reading , and wry- 
ting, other Bookes , ( as SALO4ON ſayeth:) bur the wryting, and 
reading, of this Law, is onelie ſureſt, and moſte proficable : which on- 
lic giveth contentment to the Heart, It is, and ſhall bee, ever remem- 
bered, to the prayſe of AlrHOxNsvs THE GEA, renowned for Lear- 
ning ; that, beſides his other ſtudies, which were manie, hee read over, 
after hee was enterediato his kingdome, the whole Bible, with the or- 
dinatie Glolle, ſeavenrecne tymes , (if my memorie ſerue in noting the 
Relation.) Fe, alace, too few Church-men, dare ſay thelyke. Our 
laſt Sovg alone, of happic memorie and dayes, hath given notiſe to 
the Worlde , ( which ſhall never bee obliterated ) that hee obeyed this 
Precept, in reading of this Booke. It is remarkable, howe Candaces 
Eunuch was reading the Propher , ( alchough hee vnderſtoode not. ) 
Chall it not bee commendable, as long as the Fabricke of the World en- 
dureth, to Ptoloweus Philadelphus ; that beeing carefull, to haue this 
Booke tranſlated, hee ſent for ſeaventie learned men, and entertayned 
them for that effect? whole travels, ever lince, haue beene profitable 
to the Church. I will not exhort kinges, and Potentates, (although, 

juſtlie, 
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juſtlie, in this dead Age, I might) after this kinges example, to advance 
Leatning, to entertayne learned men, and to haue B1BLLOTHEKES, 
for both vies : Sim Mecenates non deerunt flacce Marones; And, to 
remember Alexander the Great, and Inlias Cæſar, great Schollers theme 
ſelues, and entyte favourers of Learning: And, Dj laude virum mu- 

4 vetat mori; Bur this which che Text willeth . I may entreat, to reade 
this Booke, the Ground of all: and then, doubtleſſe, that care will ex- 
citate them, to reade, and learne, other Bookes, as Commentaries there- 
vpon: For, the Ground, and Matter, of all good Bookes, is there-in 
briefelic abridged. Heere all the wyſe mens Philoſophie, eyther con- 
templatiue, or practicke, is compryzed. Heere Metaphylickes , which 
naturall wit could never dteame of. This All Seme- hung, made of no- 
thing . Heere true Phyſicke, and Prima Principis there- f. Materia , 
Forms, Priratio. Heere Aſtconomie, Pleiades, Artinrus, Orion , Heere ex- 
quiſite Atithmeticke: not onelie abſolutelie counting, but in praxi of 
Yeares, Weekes, and Dayes : which would trouble the moſte cunni 
Arichmetician : as Iackobs Teſtament, Balaamt Viſion , Daniels ſea ven- 
tie Weekes , Jobs his Number of the Beaſt, may witneſſe. Here Geo- 
metrie, not onelie to mete and diſtribute the Land of Canaan, to the Iſ- 
raelites, at the firſt: but HieRVsALEZu deſcrybed, by Execbiel, or 1obs, 
in his Revelation, Heere Geographie, the limites of all the Kingdomes 
of the Worlde; their beginninges , and enereaſe, ſer downe. As for 
Hiſtorie, the light of Tyme, heere not onelic Hiſtories of G O DS 
W arres, in tyme; but Hiſtories before naturall tyme, and after. Heere 
HisTOR1Es of greater Antiquitie, than in anie other Booke, by 
two thouſand Veares. For Practicke, Philoſophie: heere Ethickes, ttue 
Præcepts of Manners, for men of everie Degree, Superiour, and Infe- 
riour, &c. Oiconomie, for Husbandes and Wyues, Parentes and 
Children, Maſters and Scrvantes. Heere inatchleſſe Politickes, for 
governing Cities, Common=wealthes, & c. Heere Medicine, (more 
ſure than Hypecrates, Galenas, or that rabble of vexation to the Phylicians 
not onelie of the Bodie, by G O D Him-: ſelfe, Author of all Phyſicke, 
Who, if Hee propyne it not,, ( as the Phyſician ſayde, the Medicine 
avayled not, vnleſſe ic were given out of the Phyſicians hand) it will 
not bee ſteadable. But more, which worldlic Phyſicians can not doe, 


(for it is by the Finger of GO O:) heere Phylicke, (Vt ſit mens ſa- 


ws in Corpore ſano) tor all the Diſeales of the Soule, by drawing of 
Blood of another Man, (which che Phyſician of the Bodie ſcorneth) 
to bee a Playſter, to the malefacted perſon. Heere Muſicke, not onelie 
in prayſing G O D continuallie in this lyfe; but that Heavenlie Has 
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LELVIAH , which everie faychfull Soule ſhall ling, amidſt the Quiere of 
Angels, Thus, then, as a learned man of this Age, complayned of a 
e of our Countrey mans; that it contayned all Antiquitie, and or- 
nateneſſe of Language, of ſeverall Authors co nmended, in their tyme, 
for Learning: and char in ſtead of them, it ſhould bee learned. This, 
truelie, without complaync , may bee layde of this Booke, which the 
King ſhould reade 5 That it comprehenderh all, and that in reſpect of 
it, all ſhould bee thought naught: and, that it ſh»v1d bee read, and lear- 
ned, in ſtead of all: and, that all Learning ſhould ſerue onelie as Hand- 
maydes vnto it: and, there-fore, to bee read of all: but principallic of 
Ki iges, who ſhould haue greateſt knowledge: becauſe they haue to doe 
with men of all Callinges, and Conditions, in the Worlde: That they 
may learne to direct men, according to their eſtate, and condition: In- 
tererit multum , Davns ne loguatar, beruſve . If it bee remembered, to the 
prayſe of Mitbridates, King of Pontus, that by his owne induſtrie, he had 
learned twentie and two ſeverall Languages, where-by hee could an- 
ſwere everie ſundric Nation of fame, in his tyme, in their one Lan- 
guage : Howe much more earneſtlie ſhould Kinges endevour, to learne 
the Language of Canaan ? That, as GO D Amballadoures, they 
may anſwere everie one that commeth vnto them, according to luſtice, 
and ludgement . Farther, heere wee may marke, that although chis 
Præcept bee intimated to Kinges yz yer it may bee extended to others, as 
it is in other places, generallic. Search the Scripten. Thus all are 
bound, to haue it, and reade it ; lince the Prophet Habacał is comman- 


died, to make the Viſion playne z that they which run, may reade it. It 


is ſet out, and offered playnlie, vnto all, to bee read: And, there · fore, 
let all eſteeme of it, as the Writ, and Will, of GOD; and, that it hach 
from Him, which no other B2oke elſe can haue, turhcient warrand of 
Trueth, to bynde the Conſcience of everie one which teadeth it. nor to 
call in queſtion the trueih of it. And, there · fore, ſecondlie, to beg the 
aſſiſtance of GOD S Spirite, that it may bee read wich the ſame Spirite, 
where-by it was written. Thirdlie, That reading, it may bee with 
judgement, and diſcretion, to learne. Fourthlie, To make choyſe of 
apt and meet tyme, for reading; diſpoſing their Effayres convenientlie: 

their reading may bee a fartherance, and no hinderance vnto chem, 
Piftlie , That reading, they may vnderitand, as Philip tayde ro the Eu- 
nuch: other-wyſc , Legere, & non intelligere, negligere eff, Sixtlie, To 
reade with attention, and intention, to profit there-by « Seaventhlie, 
To applie to them-ſelues, the fruit, and vſe, of their reading ; cſpecial- 


lie for declyning of Wyce, and imbracing of Vexrvz., Since all are 
command 
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commanded to reade , this may reproue the vncharitable dealing of 
thoic, who forbid, and inhibite, Laickes (as they call them) co wryte 
reade, or heare read, the Scripture, in their vwne Language: becauſe, 
( aye they) ot their vnworthineſſe: calling them Dogs, and Swyne. 
But, who taught them, ſo to name GODS People, and His Inheri- 
trance? But, as the men are, ſuch are their wordes: and, ſuch is the 
confuſion of Babylon, that they will ſpeake in an vnknowne Tongue, 
that Babell may bee builded ; when as at the building of $etbell, GODS 
Church, New HIERVSALEM, deſcended from Aboue, the Apoſtle 
ſpake to everie lorte of people, the great thinges of GOD, in their 
owne Language, Ates 2. Secondlie, They ſay, Laickes are Ignorants: 
and, there-tore, by good Patrones of Ignorance, they muſt bee depry- 
ved of the meanes of Knowledge: left the Idiote, comming in, and 
perceiving the good Worde of GOD, and giveapplauſe, GODS 
Spirite taught, That the weake ſhould bee fedde , with the ſincere Milke 
of GODS Worde. Thirdlie, Leſt their ſtrength ſhould bee agaynſt 
Men onelie, they will proue Gyantes, and fight agaynſt GODS Word, 
and giue it the challenge, of Obſcuritie, Difficultie, and Imperfect ion. 
But it ſelfe taught vs, that it is ſufficient, to make the Man of GOD per- 
fe to Salvation. And Auguſtine ſayth, that all che poynts of our Salva- 
tion, are clearlie ſer downe there · in: Et de credendu, & faciendu. And 
Gregorie avoucheth, that it is ſuch a Foord, where-in the Elephant may 
ſwimme, and the Lambe wade thorow. The moſte ſubtill, may finde 
matter, to trye his Brayne; and the ſimple, contentment. The Apo- 
ſtle threatned, ſaying, If our Gofpell bee bid , it is bid to them that pe- 
riſþ., This, lyke-wy!c, may checke too manie affectating Ignorantes: 
ſome that cannot teade, contemne all meanes ot Learning; and will 
heare anie thing, rather than this gooke, to be read. Others, will reade 
aiiie thing , rather than it, It is opprobrious: It i but the Eyble. 
Others, muſt reade,to learne to diſcourſe , where-by to live. Others, 
will not ſuffer it to lodge within their Tentes: although, ir may bee, 
they haue ſufficient ſtore of prophane bookes , Others, although th 
haue it, (as if the Plague were in it) will not looke vpon it, nor dil- 
eaſe it ( although they ſeeme to bee zealous) betwixt two Sabbathes, 
But, leaving theſe to amende, let vs know, it was Timothies commenda- 
tion, That hee was inſtructed in the Worde of G 0D from his youth. 
The Moraliſt directeth, That Exemples, and Przcepres of Vertue, bee 
proponed to Children; that they may learne to accuſtome them-feclues 
there · vnto: becauſe, In teneris aſſueſſere multum et: and, Qs ſemel eff 
imbuta recens ſeryabit odorem tefis din : then, principallie, out of GODS 
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Worde, Evst31vs reporteth, that the IE Ws taught their 
Children the Scriptures, when they were fiue yeares of age; that they 
might grow continuallie in knowledge, as weil as in yeares. And it is 
ſayde, that in the BALEa&1an Yles, the Mother would not giue 
her Chylde (which could goe, or ſpeake,) anie Foode in the morning, 
till Grſt it had ſlayne that girde, which thee poynted at ; or, by ſlinging, 
had chrowne downe a piece of $read, which ſhee had put vpon hed 
of a long Staffe, or Speare; How much more ſhould Chriſtian Parents 
be carefull, to craine vp their Children by this Booke ? that they may be 
expert Shooters agaynſt Satan: as D a v i o c6manded to teach the Chil- 
dren of ISAR to ſhoot: That they may arme them- ſelues, even out of 
the Armourie of GODS Word, which they ſhould reade agꝛynſt their 
Adverſaries Engines, 

The ſecond poynt is, how long hee ſhould reade : even All the dayes 
of bis Iyfe, But, vvhar? No Clerke, no Monke, nor Eremite in a Cell, 
can performe this, to bee ever reading. No, this is not the meaning, 
that eyther hee ſhould neglect the duetie of his Calling, or yet his 
Health. But, as the Apoſtle ſayeth, Praye continuallie z fo, his reading 
ſhould bee ſuch, all the dayes of his lyfe : that his principall and chiefe 
cure, and care, bee earneſtlie to reade this Booke, and ſee it read: as if 
that were the duetie, whete- vnto hee were bound: and the exercyſe 
where · vnto hee were ſet. The reſt of his actions, ſhould bee Paſtymes, 
Feriations, and Recreations : but this ſhould bee the mayne, and chiefe, 
where · vnto he ſhould enclyne his mynd: that he may be the Prophet 
Davids bleiſed Man, mentioned in the firſt and hundreth and nine · 
teenth Ps AL. Day and Night, continaallie, meditating vpon the Word of GOD, 
and converſant with it: for how manic diveric ſections are in that 119 
PsALME, they are ſo manie directions, to reade the Law ſo manie 
commendations there-of ; ſo manie prayers, to vnderſtand the lame; and 
ſo manie proteſtations, to obſerue it, Thus, the ſolicitude of the ings 
yea, and of all others, all the dayes of their lyues, ſhould bee, to make 
the reading of G 0D S Booke, their principall ſtudie: that they may be 
familiar with Him. It is an approved Axiome, That men, by talking 
with wyſe men, not onelie become familiar, but wyſer. Then, by tal- 
king , and conferring with GOD, even in this Booke, ( ſince this is 
vall the talke that wee haue with Him) wee ſhall become both homelie, 
and prudent. The Prophet confeſſeth, that heere-by hee became more 
wyſe, than the Auncientes. Yea, ſecondlie, All the dayes: that is, hee 
muſt teade continuallie, and not leaue off agayne, It muſt not bee 
anough, to reade in the morning of the Age, and leaue off in the * 
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but then to bee moſte earneſt, ſince there is leaſt tyme. Hee muſt not 
bee lyke SAL OXON, to follow GOD in his youth, and there atter 
haue his mynde diverted , by his Wyues: (the Woman was made for 
the Man, ar d the Man is the head of the Wyte.) Hee muſt not be lyke 
Jo As; tobegin well, and liue well, ſo long as I: HOJjIZ DAH li- 
veth, and then tall away: hee muſt holde this IB nojeD an ſtill li- 
ving z even the lying Word of GOD: The tWo Witneſſes muſt live , 
and the two freſh Oliue Trees, in the Houſe of GOD, Hee muſt proue 
the good l 051 An, beginning to ſceke GOD, when hee was eyght 
yeares ot age; and to teforme IV DA,r, when hee was twelue, Iris 
an opprobrious Proverbe, 4 ung Shunt, an olde Devill, (although 
it hath tallen our, ſo as in Nero, Iyberius, & c.) And, it is ſeldome ſeene, 
that a young Devill, hath proved an olde Saynct i but, contrarilie, a 
young Sayn . holding by this Fræcept, Io reade GODS Books, all the 
dayes of bu lyfe, hath proved an olde canonized Saynct, as young 1 o- 
BPH, DANIEL, Ilentmie, &c, Therefore, Kinges, and 
everie one, ſhould learne this Præcept, To begin well, yea, and continue 
well, lſke los HVA and CALEs; that they may ſaye with that 
olde Martyre PoLYCcARAPvs, that they had ſerved GOD, (if not 
his eyghtie ſixe yeares) yet all the dayes of their lyte, and chey were not 
weatied: neither had he done them anie wrong, that they ſhould leaue off; 
that they bee not lyke to the Fr beſians, who loſt their firſt loue; or lyke 
the Galatians , who began in the Spirit, and ended in the Fleſh : but farre 
rather to imitate the Church of IHSAT YR A, whoſe leaſt workes 
were beſt, and moe at the ende, than at the beginning. By this may be 
reproved, thoſe who are lyke lerabaall, who — well, and there - after 
fell to Idolatrie: or lyke Ieha, who begana Reformation, and yet claue 
hard to the ſinnes of Ieroboam . By this let everie one hee excitated, to 
bee lyke the Sunne, (as the Prophet ſayeth, ryſing in the morning, and 
mounting higher by degrees: lyke a Gyant, finiſhing his courſe: ) be- 
ginning in Vertue and Grace; and growing continuallie from Grace to 
Grace: and from Grace, to Glorie, Thirdlie, All the det. The 
wordes are emphaticke, and perſwaſiue, Hee muſt reade all bis dayes : 
Firſt, Becauſe of the dulcineſſe, and ſweetnelle, of the Word of GUD ; 
that hee wearie not; for onelie in this reading holdeth , Lettio lefts pla- 
cet „ decies repetita placebit, For, I am of the judgement, concerning this 
Booke, which SC AL 1G EK was of, concerning Epiſtles, That hee ne- 
ver ſaw anie, except Angelus Politians, which hee deſired to reade twyſe 
over for them-ſclues: No Sooke, but the BayBLE, to bee read twyſe 
over for it ſelfe. For, in reading there-of, truelie holdeth, Qt plus ſunt 
E tote 
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bote, plus fatiuntur 4que; to thoſe that thirſt after a deepe draught of the 
Waters of Lyfe. And, Atonęeg. Opormdes roQwTIEA: Secondly, 
All the dayes ; Becauſe of the brickleneſſe, and imperfectiones, of our 
memories; which are not onelie lyke Doliam Danaidum, that all runneth 
out: but if they contayne, they are lyke the Seaue, or Redle ; holding 
the courle Branne and Chaffe, and letting the fine Flower, and Corne, 
palle thorow ; Scribunt in marmore Lefi, Thirdlie, Becauſe of the hid and 
lecret myſteries of the Worde of GOD, where-of wee can never at- 
tayne the full knowledge, while wee liue heere ; but haue neede, conti- 
nuallie, of Præcept vpon Præcept, and Lyne vpon Lyne: that SuLons 
Speach may heere bee uſed, yiexoxu acc ma — — 2 Tea, 
fourrchlie, Becauſe the ſumme ot our lyfe, is reckoned vnto vs by dayes, 
(which wee might obſerue, to poynt at the ſhortneſſe and vncertayntie 
there - of, even to teach Kinges, and all others, humilitie.) Therefore, 
ſince wee haue no cettayntie. not ſo much as of one day, wee ſhould bee 
reading everie day: ods C. &. Conus, nds rt n , ſayde Hypo- 
rates, for the Phyſicke of the Bodie. Much more may it bee ſayde, of 
the large Volume of the Phylicke of the Soule. And there- fore, wee 
ought ever ſtill to bee reading and learning GODS Acromatickes, ma- 
king our Count ſhort: and, having exerciſed our Talentes aright, at 
the Sunne - ſet of our ly fe, wee ſhall enter into our Maſters joye. 


That hee. may learne - to frare = the LORD, &e. 


His is the firſt of the three affirmatiue vſes, and endes 

of the Præcept: her · in the action is to bee obſerved z then, the 
perſon, whome. The action hath two partes: Firſt, To learne: Se- 
condlie , What, and where-of . The firſt,. Hee mult learne, to wit , by 
the Law: the King, and everie one, who would feare GOD, mult haue 
this Shoole-maſter which is Corua- cohis, and GxvxAomiaa, of all 
Learning, (as hath beene ſhowne : ) but principallie ot this, even To 
feue G U D : For, heere-in are contayned, not onelie Præceptes and 
Rules, of the fezreof GOD; but manie practiſes, of th: renowne and 
Yommendation chere-of ; yea, and of the contrarie there-of , Heere is 
the Chronicle of Ababam, Iſaac, Iſnatl, and Moſes , the good Ind- 
ger » & c. vvhoſe lynes may bee Mirroures to Kinges, and all Saynctes 
where-in they may beholde, not onelie the feare of GO D, guyding 


chem; but them lyke-· wyſe renowned, and recompenſed tor the _ 
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And, on the contrarie, hecre is the Legend of wicked Kinges, of Sedemve, 
and the Amorites, lerobeam, Ammon, &c« vvholc lyues may be: Glai- 
les, for Kinges , and others, to contemplate GUDS juſtice: vvherc-as 

their lyues were vitious, and them - elues often»tymes wretched; fo were 
their endes miſerable: that Theſews Proclamation may bee learned, Viſ- 
cite jaſliam moniti, & non temuere legem. Thus learne by the Worde of 
G: Godlinetlc hath not onelie the Promiſes of this lyfe, bur alſo of 
the Lyfe to come: and, that Karo ſcrleftum dejernit pens pedeclaudo. 

Secondlie , Learne, that Learning is the Ground ot the Feare of GOD. 
For, firit, hee muſt wryce, haue, and reade the Booke : and, then, learne 

to feare. How hail they belieue in Him, whome they know not? A. 
learned Conſcience, is a good Conſcience: when by the knowledge of 
GODS Law, man ditectech his wayes aright, that there bee neyther 

Ignorantia juris, nec fatli. This may. emproue that Errour , Ignorance 

is cbe Mother of Devotion: vvhoſe contrarie is true, that Kuowledge is 

the Parent of true Devotion. Thus, lyke-wyle , may taxe the affectate ig- 

norance of too manie, who (as the Apoſtle ſayeth) haue neede to bee 

taught che Rudimentes and Principles of Religion; where-as they 

ought to haue beene Maſters, Alwayes, let this Præcept inforce, that 

wee learne, that wee may feare G 0D: and theſe bee conjoyned, by lear- 

ning, fearing GOD. Other-vyſe, out knowledge will proue V rias Let- 

ter, to bee an occaſion of damnation. That tcarfull Sentence in the 

Goſpell, pronounced by CHRIST Him- ſelfe, againſt thoſe, who 

w uld proteſt, char they had caſten our Devills, and had propheſied in 

CARISTS Name; Depar:e from mee, I never knew you; is to bee 

re mark ed, againſt thoſe, who by Drunkennelle, drinke away their wits 

and knowledge; by (wearing, forſweare true Learning: and by Cove» 

touſneſſe, declare, that they haue no knowledge of the Lyfe to come. 

Thu> Learning, which ſhould be a meane, to adorne them, is like a Gold 

Ring, in a Swines Noſe. 

The ſecond parte, what, or where-of, Hee ſhould learne , to feare the 
LORD, There isafearcof GOD, called Px INCI ALL, vvhich 
is a reverend eſteemation of the Majeſtic of GO DO, moving vs to 
worſhip Him, called I imer Cultus. And the whole worſhip of GO DO, 
commeth out vnder the name of the feareof GOD. In this is requi- 
lice, Firſt, The knowledge of G O D, of the incomprehenſible Dig- 
nitie and Excellencie of His nature; which may worke a dread and feare 
in our heartes. Secondlie, A knowledge of His Omnipotencie, Om- 
nipræſens, Mercie, and luſtice: Primus in orbe Deos fecit timer, Thirds 
lie, A knowledge of His Worde 10 which is heere chiefelie meaned) 
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of His Promiles, on the one parte; and threatninges, on the other: 
and all this, to enamotate vs, with His worihip, There is another ſub. 
ordinate fearcof GOD, of His Mercie and luſtice: of His Mercie, in 
the Children of Mercie; who in regard of the bountie, and kyndneſſe 
of GOD, as obedient Children, honour Him, and are loath to of. 
fende: There @ Mercie with Thee, that thou mayeft bee feared : Oderaxt 
peccare boni, virtutis au mne. The feate of luſtice , is two-folde: one of 
the ludgementes of GO D onelie; eyther threatned, as in Ahab, or 
elſe intlicted alreadie, as in the people of getbſbemiſp. This, for a 

me, may reltrayne the manners of the Wicked, but it changerh not 
their nature: for, ſo ſoone as they bee fred of feate, they returne agane 
vnto their wickedneſſe; and declare, that they ate either Hypocrites, as 
Abab, or Atheiſtes, as Caliguls, This is that feare, called SS AVILI, 
and is proper to the Devill, and Reprobates. The other ſorte of the 
feare of luſtice, is, vyhere-by men ate moved to the hatred of linne, and 
to ſorrow for the ſame, This is like the Needle, to the Threede, going 
before, to bring on filiall feare, This breederh repentance, tor by gone 
ſinnes, is an Antidote in time to come, and an Awe- bond for the ptæ- 
ſent. This was in David, ſecing Vzz au ſtricken dead: this was in 
Iostas, making his heart to melt, at the threatninges of the Law. To 
this exhorteth * Apoſtle, ſaying , Fude your Salvation, with feare and 
trembling « The feare, then, which che King, and everie perſon, ſhould 
learne, is a reverend eſteemation of the Majeſtie of GOD, in conſide- 
ration of GODS præſence ; and a firme reſolution, to make the feare 
of GOD, the Motto, continuallie, of all their wayes. This is that, 
where-at the whole Tenour of the Scarervae aimeth. This is the 
practiſe of GODS Worthies, and Nobles, in the Scarervae: and, 
there-fore, no Diſparagement to befall Kinges there-by : this, in ſteade 
of all, beeing a Corraſiue for Sinne, like Pelias Speare, to heale the 
Woundes there-of. It is Armour of Proofe, againſt Satan, and all 
the Baites of the Worlde. It breedeth true Cowrage: For hee that 
feareth GOD, needeth not to fearc anie thing elſe: and hee that fea- 
reth Him not, muſt needes feare everie thing. Heere the Saying of the 
Moraliſt is falſe, Malus diuturnitatis cuftos met us: When, contratilie, the 
feareof GO O, keepeth a man ſute, In Via DO MINI, 4 timore in- 
Gcipitur, ut ad fortitadinem veniatur « By this, Kinges, and all men, haue 

a moſte ſure Guatde chat they may ſay with David, they would not 
feare, though ten thouſand had hemmed them in; for in the fears of 
the LO RD, they ſhall diſpell chem all: for they may bee aſſared, 
wich Heliſeus, to haue mot with them, than againſt chem, to wit, that 
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innumerable Squadron of 22 » pitching their Tentes about them. 
There - fore, let all feare GOD: for it is Initium Sapientie ; both con- 
templatiue, and practicke: chat in this feare, wee may alſute our ſelues 
of GODS Favour. 

The perſon whom hee ſhould feare, is, The LORD bis GOD : di- 
ſtinguiſn what Hee is in Himeſelfe, what to Him: in Hun- ſelfe, Hee 
is LORD, to whom belongeth all Power and Dominion: LORD 
by Him- ſelfe, holding of none: LOR O for Him- lelfe, for His owne 
Credite and Honour: LORD within Him- ſelfe, having all the 
Worlde for His Boundes, and bounded with none: LORD to Him- 
ſelfe, giving neither Homage, nor Account to ante. All this ſhould bee 
4 mightie Motiue, even vnto everie one, but moſte eſpeciallie to Kinges, 
to feare Him: vvho, although they haue none vpon Earth, to controll 
them: neither are they ſubje& vnto anie mans Law : yet there is One, 
vnto whome they arc owing all their Homage and Dignitie; to whome 
they muſt reſigne their Crownes , and to whome they muſt giue Ace 
count of all their doinges, There- fore, although they feare not men, 
yet let them haue a care to feare the LORD, and liue æquitablie with 
men; vnlelſe that they would haue this LORD of Heaven and 
Exrth, (although they ſhall become inſolent, with Nebachadnezer) to 
caſt chem our of their Thrones , vntill they learne ro acknowledge and 
feare Him. Secondlie, To Him: Heeisthe LORD his GOD: in 
proprietie, full perſwaſion, and aſſurance, that Hee is his LORD and 
GOD, For. although allithe Creatures acknowledge GO D, their L ORD; 
yea, the Wicked, and the Devils, in reſpe of creation: yet the Godlie 
more firmlie, even by reading GODS Law, are confirmed, not onelie 
by Creation; but by Redemption, Conſervation, and particular Prote- 
ction: that boldlie they may ſaye with Marie and Thomas, Thou 
art my LORD, and my GOD, This, as it may meete with our Adver- 
fries, who will belieue onelie generallie, and implicitlie, without anie 
particular aſſurance: ſoit may comfort everie one, ſtudying to feare the 
LORD: becauſe they ſhall bee perſwaded, to haue G O D, to bee their 
LORD, moſte puiſſant againſt all Adverſarie power, and moſte willing 
to helpe them, in all their needes, beeing their G o D: His Power as 
Lon, and loving Mercie, as their Go p, concurring ever for their 
well. fare: and, there- fore, everie one ought alwaves to reſigne them- 
{clues vnto Him, even as their ALMIGHTIE FAT HER, 
as King DAV ro, and all the ret of GO DS holie and bleſſed 
Saynctes, haue ever proteſted. 
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To leepe- all the wordes of this Law. 


Þ the ſecond affirmative vſe, firſt the action, then what ard how, are 
to be ſevered, The action is, Reet ing: which mult be, tit ſt, in the vn» 
derſtanding and judgement; apprehending, aud comprehending, it 
aright. Sccondlic, ſu memorie, to retaine and temeu/ bet it. The | 5- 
RAELITES were commaunded , not onelic that the Fathers thould 
teach the Children, the ſeverall poyntes and paties of the Law; But, 
Iyke-wyle, that they ſhould haue it written vpon the Poſtes of their 
Doores, vpon the Frindges of their Garmentes, and vpon the Fronciets 
of their Browes  Vnto which actions, although wee bee not allried 
præcyzelie; yet it behoveth Kinges, and vs all, (if wee would follow 
the Philoſophers direction, to haue ſome notable Object, for our vndet- 
ſtanding to worke vpon, that it vague not) to eſteeme of this Law, even 
8s the moſte worthic Subject of our diſcuſſe, and meditation: and, to 
bee whollie, and totallic, (er, for keeping it in memorie, ( lince Mems- 
ria excoleudo augetur.. ) — — all, I lay, ſhould bee repeating of this 
Law contynuallic: For, as the Beaſts onlie which chewed the Cud, were 
counted cleane, and meete for Sacrifice ; So, onelic they, who ruminate 
and medicate this Law, are counted cleane in the fight of Go D, and 
their Sacrifice is acceptable. Therefore, if the lewes were commaun- 
ded, to haue this Law written everie-where, that they could not turne 
their Eyes anic wayes , but they behelde the wor des there-of: much 
more wee, who haue the Promiles of Go p, that Hee ſhall not wryte it 
vnto vs, as Hee did vnto them, to wit, in Tables of Stone; but in our 
fcſhlie heartes : that where - ſo- ever wee are, what-lo-ever wee pur- 

ole, or enteide, this Law may bee a Touch-ſtone ; And, as the Wheels 
in Fgecbiel went backwardes and forwardes, everie-where , where the 
Spitite led them: Even ſuch lyke, the Spirite of this Law, ſhall leade 
vs back wardes and torwardes, whicher-ſo-ever wee goe: keeping it ſelſe 
cloſe in our memories, to examine all thinges there-by . Thirdle, 
Keeping it ſelte in our affection and love. King David (in the nine- 
teenth F ſalme, and others) proteſteth, that hee eſtcemeth more of this 
Law, than of Golde ; and confelleth it to bee ſweeter, than the Honey, 
and the Honey - combe. Oh, that Kinges would learne at him, to de- 
light there in, and to loue it aboue all other chinges. If kinges , yvbo 
make vp Minions, and loue them ſo well, that they will not ſuffer them 
to bee long out of their ſight, nor depatte their preſence, without leaue: 


Then, much more ſhould they bee carefull of this ſweet Mix iox, _ 
the 
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the Law of Go, ( vvhich never was, nor yet ſhall bee, falſe to anie) 
to loue, and entertayne it, and to keepe it cloſe ynto them, as a Fidiſimwus 
Acbates z that it haue evet prælence: neyther ſu fer ir, for anie mans li- 
cence, or procurement, to departe from the Court : for, then, happle 
ſhall they bee, if they haue ſuch a Ieſepb, or Danicl, to wayte vpon them. 
It it haue (with the Man of God) a Table, and a Candleſticke there: 
or, if, rather, they ſtand in, or by, the preſence of it, as the Queene of 
Sheba ſayde of Salomons Standers. It were good tor kinges, that they 
would remember that of the Freuch King, (within this Age) concer- 
ning his Minion z how that the king would make him ſuch a one, that 
none ſhould bee able to vndoe him. Oh, it it were ttuelſe in the 
hearres of kinges, thus to loue, and lyke, the Law of Libertie, and to 
kythe their power, for the eſtabliſi ment there-of, that their Succellours 
might not bee able to empare or remforce the ſame, But, this is to tye 
GoDs Law vntoordinarie Meanes, which arc often-tymes like to the 
broken Reedes of g. Neither could David nor los 1 effe- 
ctuate this. Alwaycz,all thoſe that bee Gov s Minions, and are like 
to thoſecwo ren »waed kinges, ſhould exte id their powet and prowelle,, 
in keeping true loue and affe ction to this Law; reraining and maintai- 
ning it, within their Dominions , and bee provident, for the maintai- 
nance there- of: char neither it, nor the Levite, goe wandering, even as 
though there were no king in 1ſraell : and, aboue all, to entertayne it, 
as their Darling: not ſuffering Oat-lardiſh Women to ſteale away their 
hearces, as they did Salomons, from it: noc cur away their Lockes, as Da» 
hlab did trom Sampſon, and then delivered him, diſatmed of Go Ds pro- 
tection, to the Fhilijtimes, Neicher let anie advancement, nor ante 
thing what- ſo- ever, make them to promiſe that, which thoſe wicked 
Prieitrs, Icon and M enelaus, did. Yea, neither let king, nor people, 
{wither from the loue of this Law, to bee luke - warme, with the Laodi - 
ceaues, leſt the LORD ſpue them out: Neither hault betwixt two opi- 
nions, with che Iſracluet, leit the LORD deſtroy them, If GOD 
in His Ceremonies, did forbid mixtures ot Scede, Copulation Cloathes,, 
& c. then much more of Religion. There can bee no communication 
berwixt GOD, and Behall; Licar, and Darknejſe. Darius coulde 
ſay, | might admit a rivall of my Crowne, but of my loue, | could admit 
ot none. Much leſſe can the Law of GO D ſuffer anie to bee compart- 
ner with it in loves it will bee chaſtelie, purelie, and ſolelie, loved. The 
Prophet David ſaycth, Marveloxs are Thy Teitimoviesr. Thinges which 
are Marvel:, ace beft kept, andremembered: yea, if wee care for it, 
wee will k:epe it, and our ſelues vn to it: Scenes gue curant ri miniſcuntur. 
E 4 It chere. 
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If there bee, then, anie loue, or aſſection, to the Lawe ; not onelie will 
Hagar, with her bond-lonne, bee caſten out, and all Keturabs Children bee 
ſept hence: but, like-wiſe, all the blaitinges of the fatteſt Oxen and 
Limbes, will bee ſtaunched: yea, Hageg him-(elfe, will bee hewen in 
wo before the LORD, (although hee looke never lo pleaſantlie.) 

or G 0 DO loveth Obedience, better than Sacrifice: and tatte more, 
then, than anic wordlic prætence. But, mult the Canaanites bee prickes 
in our ſides, and thornes in our eyes, totrye vs, if wee will feare the 
LORD: Or, muſt the pople ard cares abide, vntill the Harveſt come? 
How-ſo-ever1it bee, let vs reſolue with Ieſhuab, who ſayde, 1, and myne 
Houſe - holde, will ſerue the LORD, L et vs retaine, and teturne, vnto our 
firſt loue: for it was better then, than now. 

The ſecond point is, what hee muſt keepe; even All the wordes of 
this Law. When GOD brought the Iraelises out of Xgypt, Mos ks 
tolde Fharaob, that he: would not ſuffer ſo much as one hovteto remaine 
behinde; but, young and olde; Beſtiall, and all, muſt goe with him. 
Such like in the ſervice of G OD, and His worſhip, all His Law muſt 
goc together: there muſt neither bee a renting in pieces, nor diviſion, 
nor ſundring. If CHRIST'S Coate, whickhed no ſcameggas kept 
whole amongſt the Souldioures; much mote this Lawe , amongſt the 
Chriſtians, The King muſt bee a keeper of both the Tables; of the 
firſt, to GOD; and ot the ſecond, for GOD, lhis all muſt bee kept, 
ſince they are one GODS, vvhole Will it is, to giue no diſpenſation, 
nor exemption, in, or from, anie: yea, lice ſayeth, that hee who faileth 
in one, hath broken all, in reſpect of one Commaunder, and becauſe 
they ate all linked together, by one Chaine of Equitie: that hee, who 
miſtegardeth the breach of anie, is male- affected vnto all. And, there- 
fore, wee oght to haue an vnifotme affection, and intention, to keepe all: 
and, by GODS grace, continuallie ſtrine to doe the ſame, Although 
wee haue made our ſelues vnable to keepe all; yet GOD, enjoyning 
all, will ſhow, what once wee were able to doe, what wee ſhould endea- 
vour to doe; and that wee ſhould runne vnto Him, who hath done ail 
for vs: and to ſceke from Him, to inable vs, to doe what- ſo-ever Hec 
commaundeth: as Auguitive ſayde. Since, then, wee ſhould keepe all in 
affection, and all in intention, although wee bee not able to keepe all 
in action: this may checke thoſe, who thinke it ſufficient anough, if they 

« be not open Robbers, Sacrilegious, Idolaters, Adulteiets, &c: although 
they bee given to other groſſe and ſecret finnes « They may deceive 
the worlde , yea, beguile them - lelues: but yer GOD is not mocked, 
vyho hath bound them, not onelie to keepe one point, but the _ 
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Law, There-fore, there is no excuſe for Ng«man,. neyther gaue the 
Prophet anie allowance, to goe tothe houſe ot Rimmon: nor to bow the 
Knee, (although with the Kingz ) nor to haue an houſe for Rimmon , 
No excuſe for Herod, who willinglie heard lou BAS in manie 
thinges, but not in all: nor for Agryppa, who was almolte, but not al- 
together àa Chriſtian. As no diſpeulation is graunted, to breake GODS 
Law, ſo none ought to bee taken by anie. Not onelie becommeth le- 
rubaels Ephod, a deitruftion to his houſe: but the ten Tribes are rent 
from the houſe of DAviD, becauſe of Satouoxs, and his Oat- aud iſi 
Wyues, Idolatrie. AHans whole Familie, and Race, for ſuffering 
Baal, and lex: bell to haue her falſe prophets, is deſtroyde at laſt by le- 
bu. Yea, le HosSoPHATS Shippes are broken at Exiongebar, for ſocie- 
tie with 4hab, and his lyfe was in hazard in his companie, and his Ne- 
phewes , for the ſame, were ſlaine by leby, Theresfore, let it bee the 
blot and ſtayne of Popcrie, to diſpence with the breach of ſome of 
GUDS Law, and grant Exemptiohs , by Indulgences, 


Aud theſe_ Statutes , to dec) them. 


N this third affirmatiue vſe, diſtinguiſh the action, and what, and by 
what name. The action, Hee mait doe. The King muſt not bee lyke 
the Pbariſees, laying heavie Burdens vpon the People, and not touching 
anie of them them- ſelues. For, that which the King commaundeth 
others to doe, hee muſt not leaue it vndone him- ſelfe: 7unc agitur cen- 
ſura , & ſic exemfla parantur, cum judex alios quod monct, ipſe facit. 
Caro Vricgxs is, leading his Hoaſte thorow the Deſartes ot Africhę, 
is renowned , that firſt of all hee did that, which hee commaunded his 
Souldioures to doe: ſo that they were aſhamcd, to refuſe to doe anie 
thing, which they ſaw him doe before them, And, ſince, even by na- 
ture, wee are given to imitation; as, Servauntes, to follow their Maſters; 
Souldioures, their Capraynes z and Subjectes, their Princes: Howe 
carefull, then, ſhould they bee, vvho ought to bee Patrones vnto others, 
to be Præfaces them-ſclues, in Goodneſſe, and Examples of Godlineſſe? 
Thus Kings, doing GODS Commaundements,ſhill by their good Exem- 
ples, draw others to glorifie GOD, Bur, maike; this | doeth 
imply, that not onelie our externall actiones; but that all our wordes 
and thoughtes bee conformable vnto GODS Law: for there is great 
difference, betwixt the Law of the king on Fotb, and the Kix G of 
Hzaven, The lawes of men, ſtryke onelie vpon mens actiones, and 
/ F ſpeaches z 
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ſpeaches ; bynding the bodie, and that which proceedeth from the bo- 


die: But, the Law of the KI N of Heaven, byndeth mens Conſcien- 
ces ; that not onelie their actiones and ſpeaches, but their thoughts and 
cogitations, are tryed, aud fyned: That, as Parmenio and Fbilotas, were 
condemned for Treaſon, intended agaynſt Alexander, although it was 
not brought to paile: Even ſo, thoughts, not onelie with conſent of the 
will, and comming to ſpeaches, and actions: but withour conſent of the 
will, and ſomc-tymes extinguiſhed in the cogitation, beeing ayouiay , 
tranſgreſſions ot the. Lawe, are ſinnes, There - fore, wee ſhould looke 
circumipectlie, to the puritie and ſtrictneſſe of this; Lawe, and to mo- 
derate all our doinges, wordes, and thoughtes, there-by ; yea, and to 
meditate before, por onelie our ſpeaches, and actiones ; but our cogita- 
tiones: for, although wee ſay commonlie , Oar thougbtes , «re our owne; 
yet let them bee ſo our owne, that they bee not agaynſt GODS Lawes» 
If the wyſe man enterdyte vs, to ſpeake evill of the King, no, not in our 
Bed-chamber, leſt the Fowles of Heaven ſhould reveale it : and Kinges 
haue not onelie long handes, to puniſh; but cares, to take noiſe : Then, 
farre much more, ſhould wee take heede, that wee ſpeake not evill of the 
Kix of Gros; vvho needeth not to abyde the revealing of the 
Fowles; and who hath not onehie long Eares, and Handes, but a large 
Heart, ( as the Prophet ſayeth:) For it is Hee that ſeac heth the reynes, 
and evetie ſectet cloſer of the heart. Thus it will not bee anough, to 
doe 60 DS Commaundementes, in ſpeach, and action: but wee muſt 
remember, that His principall deſire is, My Senne, gine met thyne heart. 
G O D muſt bee ſerved, in Spirite, and in Trueth. Secondlie, if in- 
ward puritie bee required in our thoughtes, ( vvhich G O O onelic 


ſeeth , becing xapnayregon;: ) then much more in our ſpeach, and 
actiones, vvhich ſhould bee Notes and Signes of inward ſinceritie. And 
there-fore, this Brydle ought to bee put to our Tongue, and this Rule to 
our Handes: for, of evetie ydle worde, wee muſt giue account, in the 
day of judgement, MATTH, xij. verſ. 36. And agayne, if anie man 
ſeeme religious, and brydle not his Tongue, that mans Religion is vayne. 
Iames 1, verſ, 26. Thirdlie, if doing bee requiſite, then diſcuſſing of 
che Lawe, within our ſelues, or diſcourſing ourwardlie , pratling lyke 
Tertallus, to bee heard, will not bee ſufficient : no, it will not bee ſuffi- 
cient, to abſtayne from ſinnes forbidden in the Law, as Vdleneſſe, Drun- 
kennelle, Murder, &c. (but, alace, where ſhall theſe blacke Swannes 
bee found now a-dayes ? vvhere- in the wickedneſſe of the Amorites is 
come vnto the full meaſure: Nec quo progrediatur babet:) But there is a 
farther, to wit, the affirmatiue dueties mutt bee done. If ic bees wyſe 
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Saying , of ſome Philoſophers, that all contemplation, without action, 
is nanghr, and but a phantaſie in the mynde; then it is moſte ſure in 
TaeoL0G1ethat contemplation ſhould be turned into action: although 
ſome Divines controvert , whether the ende there-of bee contempla- 
tive, or actiue: yet the greateſt parte enclyne, that it is actiue: and the 
practize of the triumphant Church, ſinging the heavenly HaLEeLvjan, 
would import this. But this is without concroverſie, confciled amongſt 
all, That a Chriſtian ſhould bee in continuall action of GODS Lawe: 
imitating GO D, who is onelie action: and the Heavens, which are 
in continuall motion. Then, wee panting and breathing, to come vnto 
both, ſhould bee inceſſantlie exerciſed, in che workes of pietie rowardes 
G © D, Charitie towardes our Neyghboures, and Sobrietie towardes 
our ſelues. For, not onelie the barren Free, bearing no Fruitez and 
the bad Tree, bearing evill Fruite: but that Tree, which brought foorth 
no Fruite, is hewen downe, and caſten into the Fyre: and the tenour of 
the proceſſe at the day of judgement, will bee for ſinnes of omiſſion. 
Theie - fore, although good workes bee not Cauſa reguandi, yet beein 
in regni. — theſe thinges, wee perſwade men, to doe G O D 
Law : there- by to declare their knowledge there of, their memorie in 
retayning the ſame, and their affection in loving of it: knowing, that 
the doers of the Law, are juſtified Demonitrative, and Declarative, before 
men, although not Efettive before GO D. 

The names are, The Law, The Commaundement, The Statute: cach 
word having the ſtrength of an Argument, to enforce Obedience. If it 
bee Lex, it muſt bee read, and read over agayne: it byndeth vnto the 
fulfilling and obedience there · of, not onelie out wardlie, but inwardlie, If 
it bee a Commaundement, then it is from a Superiour, and hath autho- 
ritie from the Commaunder, even GOD, the LORD. If Hee bee 
LORD, then homage and obedience is due vnro Him :leſt Hee com- 
playne, If I bee LORD, where @ my fene t If I bee 4 Father, where 


u myne bonow ? Then, in teſpect of the Commaunder, ſo mightie, 


puiſſant, andpowerfull: yes, ſo loving, bountifull, and gracious.; wee 
ought to doe. If they bee Statutes, (as Kinges Statutes goe foorth 
vnder ſuch peynes, and penalties, if they bee not fulfilled, or if they bee 
broken) they are ſtatuted vnder the greateſt peynes that can bee, both 
of Bodie and Soule, ( where-as the Statutes of earthlie kinges, ceaze 
onelie vpon the Bodie, and vpon the appert2ynances there-of ;) Curſed 
are all, which abyde not to doe all thinges , which are written in the Books 
of the Lowe. Curſed, to wit, deſtitute of the favour of GO D: left 
vnto them · ſelues: ſubje to the wrath of G O O in this preſent lyfe, 

2 and 
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and vnto the #ternall Fyre of Hell, in the lyfe to come. And, there. 
fore, if men ſtand in awe of earthlie kinges, for ſeare of forfaiture, or for 
feare of lyfe: Then, much more, even kinges, and all others, ought to 
ſtand in awey of theſe Statutes of G O D, preaſling and inuring 
them · ſelues for to doe them: with full aſſurance of greater diſpenſation, 
than anie eatthlie king will, or can, graunt of his Lawe. That, if wee 
belieue, that another hath fulflled the Statute for vs, both in perfect 
obedience, and ſatisſying fullie the Penaltie; G O D will accept of vs, 
thorow CHRIST: requiring of vs, that wee earneſtlie endevour 
to keepe, and doe, the whole Law, and Commaundementes of GO D: 
manif-ſting our obedience alſo vnto the worlde, even by a Godlie lyfe ; 
ending ſo our Salvation, with feare and trembling : ſince it is a Statue 


not given in vayne. 


VERSE 20, :

the ſydes z ſo not onelie are Affirmatiues commaunded, but Ne- 
gatiues are inhibited: And, as the Philoſopher ſayde, as Poy- 
ſon and Diſcaſes, ſo Sophiſtrie is deſcrybed, that they may bee eſchewed 
and cured ; So, lyke-wyſe , are Negatiues and Vyces poynted at, that 
they may bee abhorred, evited, and amended. And ſo theſe vices and 
endes arc negatiuelie ſer downe: vvhere-of the firſt is, That bis beart 
ite nat lift vp; Secondlic , That bee turne not from the Commaundement « 
The firit is the cauſe originall, and ſourſe : the ſecond, the effect, and 
conſequent; for, if — not lifred vp, then hee will not turne 
from the Commaundements and, if hee turne trom the Commaunde- 
| @ment, that is a ſymptome, that the heart is lifted . For, the Com- 
maundement is a Preſſe, and a Burden: a Poyſe, and a Yoake, which 
if it bee removed, the heart will ſwell, and become light, and vntul ie. 


Although theſe Commaundementes bee negatiuelic ſet dow ne, 2s - 
moire 


A S the Tables of the Lavv, vvere vvritten vpon both 
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moſte the greateſt parte of the Commenndementes are, to ſhowe our 
proneneſſe, and inclination to fione, which muſt bee inhibired. Vet Af. 
firmatiues arc implyed: as on the contrarie, where Affirmatiues are vre 
ged, Negatiues are included. The firſt of theſe is particular, the ſe- 
cond is more generall; to teach vs, that although wee hane a gene- 
rall knowledge, and notiſe of the Law: yet it maniſeſteth onelie in the 
particulars ot our lyfe and converſation · And, there- fore, (although 
the Philoſophers dreame, vpon Vniverſalities, and the Papiſtes vpon 
generall knowledge,) let the Chriſtian manifeſt both his knowledge 
and Fayth, by particular praiſes, and proues of pietie. The particu- 
lar heere is firſt ſer downe, as firſt looked vnto; and that it ſhould bee 
firſt practized: ſince Generalls are gathered of particulares, If wee, 
then, will giue declaration, that wee are good men in habite, wee muſt 
giue it in particular aRiones : in this, and that, &c. Knowing, as Nos 
uns birauds facit Ver: ſo, if there bee a deſect, in one particular , the ge- 

ncrall cannot ſubſiſt abſolutelie, | 
In the particular, wee may conſider the vnion of the king, and the 
people; that they are Brethren, Secondlie, a prohibition , That bis 
beart bee net lifted vp, &c. For the vnderſtanding of the vnion, wee 
may diſtinguiſh diverſe ſortes of Brethren ; _ Firſt, By nature, all men 
are Srechren, comming of one AD Ax, comming all out of the Arke 
of No A H, comming all one way into this Worlde, and all by one 
way going out of the Worlde agayne ; that all way ſaye with Tos, 
Corraption , thou art my Mother, Sccondlie, Brethren by Nation: for 
all of one Nation, and Language, are counted Brethren q as all the 
I:wes, in the Olde TesTAMENT, Thirdlic, They are Bre- 
thren,who are of one Brood and Blood: not onlie ſuch as are of one Fa- 
ther, and Mother; but thoſe which are of one Stocke, Linage, and Kin- 
ted, eyther by Conſanguinitie, or Affinitie. Fourthlie, Brethren by 
Calling, Vocation, and Profeſſion: thus kinges are Brethren. Fiſtlie, 
Brethren by Grace of Adoption, even by one FAT HER. And thus 
all the Faychtull, not onelie are Brethren, but alſo Members of the my- 
ſticall Bodic of CHRIST, This, of all others, is the moſte con- 
ſtringent, and ſureſt Band: all other Fraternities may diſſolve , or their 
loue teſolue: but although Heaven and Earth paſſe away, yet one jote 
of this Brother-head ſhall not fayle, nor periſh . For, heerc-in there is, 
one Farnes in Heaven, GO D: one MoTnrr on Farth, GODS 
Srovse, the Cavacn: one Seede, the immortall Seede of GODS 
Worde : aud one elder Brother, even IZ SVS CH REST: in whom 
all agree. They haue infallablie that Note, which the Philoſophers 
E 3 giue, 
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Fer; to wit, that they are Brechren, who divyde the Inheritance: For, 
they ſhall-divyde that x:e.nall lahericance amongſt chem. This Bro- 
cher=hcad, in all theſe kyndes, ( lince kinges are liki- wiſe vnited by 
them, eyther co their people, or amongſt them- ſelues,) may entorce 
this prohibition, 1 bat bee bee not lifted vp in heart: where the prohibition, 
of not beeing litied vp, then, the principall partes affected, are to bee 
diſtinguiſhed . For the firſt , of wot lifting vp: there is an Exaltation 
commaunded, and alſo commendable, to wit, that Kinges haue their 
Thrones, Powers, and Dominions ; that they haue their Sovetaignitie 
over all perſons, and cauſes, what · ſo- ever, (within their owne Domi- 
nions) that they haue their przheminences of places, not onelie incom- 
parable, but alſo incompatible, to any others; that they haue their Rents, 
Revenewes, Caſtomes, Impoſtes, Tributes, Taxes, &c . for the mayn- 
taynance of their Dignities, and vnto che fartherance and expeding of 
thir good — — Enter pry es, &c. But, the lifting vp, hecre 
fot bidden, is diſalowable by G O O, and by His Worde, As, firſt, 
vvhen Kinges vſurpe all to them- ſelues, ly ke Nebuchadnezer, in his Pal- 
lace, lifred vp, with Lucifer, to misken G O DO: voitch tharaob; asking 
if chere bee a GO D: vvith Sanacherib, blaipheming G0 D: beeing 
over-blaited , with the Mill-dew of ſelſe- conceited Soveraignitie by 
ehem-ſelues. Secondlie, When Kinges are lifted vp in pryde, by cove- 
touſneiſe, thinking them-ſclues ablolute Lordes of mens perſones , 
goodes, and meanes. Thus Abab, by the inſtigation of Iexebell, (us. 
welt thow not, that thoa art the Ning of the Land :) muſt haue Nabotb; 
Vine-yarde, whether it bee right or wrong. Thirdlie , When they are 
lifted vp in pryde, by crueltie, that they care no more for mens lyues, 
than they were Dogges. This was the ſavagenelle of the Barbariane 
kingdomes, of the 4ſ[yrianes, Babylonianes, Perfiaues, &c . and the Ne- 
wane Tyrant Caliguls, could wiſh all the Head: in the Citie of Rome, 
vpon one Necke. The Grand Turks, to day, holdeth himeſelfe abſolute 
Lord of Lyfe, and Death, and of what-ſo-ever is in his Dominions; that 
his Subjectes are not onelie Slaues, bur like Beaſtes , I praye GOD, 
ſuch manners bee onelie found amongſt Hebes and Turkes, and that 
Chriſtian Princes haue neyther ſtayne nor ſwicke of them. Fourchlic , 
There is a lifting vp in pryde, by immoderate and inordinate Impoſtes, 
Taxations, Vexations , &c. Although, often-tymes, people murmure 
and grudge, vnjuſtlie, without anie cauſe, as the Iſraelites did to Nebo- 
boam, agaynſt SALOON , for the Burden of a good Worke, even the 
building of the Temple, And, it is hard to giue contentment vnto that 


Bellas multorum capitum, of the Kinges Effayres, and neceſſarie exigen- 


ces: 
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ces: but there will bee a Simei, or Sbeba, readie to ſowe Diſcorde: 


Yer, it were 
meete, that kinges ſhould remember Tyberius Saying , Eſt boni Paſtoris 
tondere pecas, & non deglubere ; and, xiC0y).oy Toy Ypvooy Fwy 
Jaxguay n: and, to beware of vntymous Charges: and, not to 
pole, and pill their Subjectes, for vnneceſſatie vies All theſe vp- lif- 
tinges, are forbidden to kinges: for they ſhould bee liſted vp, onelie to 
doe according to luſtice and Equitie : Firſt, Becauſe they are Brethren 
by nature, and ſo men: that although they bee Gods by office, yet they 
thall die as men: and, although they bee truelie and reallie Kinges; yer 
they are bur lyke kinges in a Stage play: for, when the king hath ated 
his parte, hee is diſveſted of his Robe-Royall, and differe h nothing 
from a Subject, beeing layde in the duſt: and, ſhortlie there · atter, a 
man can ſcarcelie tell, whether that bone, bee the Ringes bone, or the 
bone of the Subject. There- fore, Chriſtian Kinges ſhould demoliſh 
that Heatbeniſh opinion, learned out of Vill, or the American conceites, 
to wit, that men, after this lyfe, ſnall bee raoked, according vnto their 
eſtates here. Truelie, if they be aſſured of the favour of G OD in this 
lyfe, they may perſwade them- ſelues of an higher Eſtate, and of an im- 
mortal] Diademe: other-wyſe, the ritch Glutton goeth to Hell, And 
there-fore, kinges ſhould learne to bee wyle, It is reported, ( whe- 
ther it be in Vtopia, or no, I wil not enquire: the Triennium of the / ice- My, 
amongſt the Indians, is lyke vnto this,) that in ſome places, Kinges are 
changed everie yeare : and at the yeares ende, they are ſent over to an 
Yland: there- fore, ſuch of them as are provident, will ſende over be- 
fore them, all Commodities; which afterwardes may ſerue them, even 
all their lyfe tyme. The moralitie of this is moſt ſore ; although kings 
know not, if they ſhall bee changed ina yeare yet this they may well 
know, that once ina yeate, (and they know not how ſoone, ) they 
ſhall chaunge their Eſtates. There-fore, it were good for them, if they 
would ſende over, or rather ſende vp, their Proviſion before them: not 
as the Americanes, or Indianes, vſe to doe; to lay their Counſelloures, or 
caft their beſt thinges into the Graue: but onelie to remember that Ad- 
monition of the Page, N r- ovQrATEs : and that Proclamation 
of the Herauld , carrying daylie before the Emperour his Winding- 
ſheete, Hoc ſolum reftat Imperatori: and torub his Face, with this 
dead mans hand, O, Farth, Earth, Earth: That they may embrace 
this Negatiue, not to bee lifred vp. That when their earthlie Thrones 
fayle, they may be lifted vp to choſe which are ever · laſling.

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Secondlie, They ſhould not bee lifted vp, becauſe Srethren by 
Nation and Blood : they are not Strangers by conqueſt, that they reig- 
ned over, to bee put vnder yron Sawes, or Harrowes z or to bee mea- 
fared with two Coardes, as David did with the Children of Am- 
mon, Mob, and Edm. But, they are People of their owne Language, 
Lina ze, and Blood ; to bee ruled by them, even as a loving Father doeth 
his Children : Ve ſit io Rege Pater, yea, in Rege Paſtor: and, Non 
ſbi, ſed toti genitum ſe credere genti, Not onelic callech Homer, 
AGAMEMNON, Ileiuwny r Agay ; But the Scatrrvxs Gayerh, 
I bane_ commaunded DAVID, to feede_ my People ISRAEL, 
It was commendable, for the wyſe Kinges of Ee r, aud Ass va 14A, 
to chooſe thoſe, which were the wylelt in the whole K ingdome, of 
hat · ſo- ever Race they were, to bee their Friendes and Couniclloures , 
(whom they called Abrach, and Couſins ) and to holde them with chem 
continuallie, as lostru, DANIEL, SADRACH, ZEROBABELL, &c. 
Others entertayned the Philoſophers about them, (calling them Fa- 
— and did all thinget by their advyſe, and proſpered... This 
forme of Governaa ent entertayneth betwixt King and People, mutuall 
loue, which is indeed the ſtrongeſt Band to contayne Subjectes in obe- 
dience. Deteſtable is that of Dionyſius, Quem metuunt, periſſe cupiunt. 
But the Saying of the Spirite of G O D ( although rare) is moſte 
ſweete . O how pleaſant a thing i it, for Brethren to d well together 
Loue beeing that Oyle, which falleth vpon the King, as the Head, and 
drencheth chorow the whole Bodie of the Common- wealth ; where-by 
Kinges become like TiTvs, Delicie & amor generis bamani. Heere-by 
the King and Subjectes becing linked together as gᷣtethren, according to 
the practicall Parable of the Father to the Sonnes, of the bunch of Ar- 
rowes, and Wandes , become invincible : and the King ſhall not neede 
to bee alhamed, having his Quyver full of ſuch, to meete, and encoun- 
cer, with his Enemies: for then they will not ſpare to hazard, even their 
Lyues, Landes, and all, for his honour, and ſafetie: and account his lyfe, 
with Davips Souldioures, worth ten thouſand of them: and, what. 
ſo-ever they haue, they will gladlie imparre, for his praſervation , and 
the benefite of the Common- wealth: and, as our Noble-men could 
ſaye , Curſed bee bee-, that Would not doc it. CONSTA Ne 
Tivs Cuts vs, beeing vp-brayded of Povertic by his Colleagues, 
ſhowed them, that not onelie the love and truſtineſſe of his Subjectes, 
was his Ritches: but, like. wiſe, ſhortlie ( having ſhowne to his Friends 


where-of hee had neede) hee let them ſee, by yoluntaric — ——

and free Offer, a farre greater Treaſure, than anie of his 

had. Thus the Strength, and Ritches of the Kingdome, is the mu- 
tuall loue betwixt the King and his Subjectes: other-wyſe, becing 
diſtracted by hatred, they become an eaſie Prey, when they begin eve- 
rie one to prye into anothers doinges z and ro frye in tuſpitions, dif« 
cruſt, and deſpite;- conſtructing everie thing againſt the Kules of Ve- 
ritie, and of Charitie; wreaſting good Intentions, and Meanings, to 
liniftrous endes. Woctull Experience, even in manie Common» 
wealthes , yea, and in this like-wiſe, hath given too manie miſerable 
Ex emples, which | will not ptæſume to touch, leſt | ſhould worke anie 
Dilcontentmeut, or Diſcowtagement: Felix quem feciunt aliena peri- 
cala cantam; ſince Concordia res parbæ creſcunt, diſcordia maximæ dila- 
buntur. Secondlic, It Kinges and Veople bee Brethren by Blood and 
Nation then, as it is a Curie pronounced by GO D, againſt a Fees 
ple, to wit, that Hee will givethem a King, which ſhall bee a Stranger 
whoſe Language they ſhall not vnderiſtand: And, (alace) howe 
greivous hath the Yoake of Strangers beene, the IzwEs felt, and 
manic other Nationsz even moving them to crye out, It had beene_ 
better for vs, not to haue beene in the Worlde_, Nor to bee vnder 
ſuch Strangers, not onlie by Nation, but by Nature, and Mannersz me- 
riting, by their mercileſſe dealing, the name of ttanglets? So, O 
what great a Bleſſing is it from GOD, and to bee acknowledged, as 
a ſpeciall proote of His Mercie , when Kinges arc borne of the ſame 
Nation, even amiddeſt their Srethren? And if anie Nation ever had 


cauſe to prayſe GOD, tor His goodneſſe in this poynt; then SCOT> 


LAND chietclie, which hath beene governed manie hundreth yeares, 
by Kinges ot their one Nation, vnconquered of anie: although it 
hath beene often- tymes atlayled, by BRITO NES, PichrTes, Roe 
MANES, DANEs , and others ; . prayſed bee GOD, all were 
foyled , and it remayneth ſtill vnder the Soveraygnitie of a King even 
of its owne Nation: vvhich no * nor Kingdome in EURO, 
nor in the whole Worlde, can ſay, for ſo manie yeares. And, there- 
fore, both King and People, may ſay with David , What am I, or 
my People, O LORD, or myne Houſe, that Thou ſhoulde## ſo re 
garde it ; Andthey ſhould preaſſe to be thankfull. The King ſhould 
remember that of David to ABuSHAL , AnoWe#t thou not, that I 
am King thus day over Iſrael ] And what hee defired Zavocks 
and ABIATHAK to ſay vnto the Elders of Ivan, Tee are my Bre. 


thren; yee are my Bones, and my fleſh. Lyke-wyſe, the People 
G conlidering 


A. > 
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conſidering this, like IvDan and Isxarcr ; ſhould ſtryue, in loue 
and obedience, co pleaſe cheir King, with whom, ( prayled bee the 
Name of the LORD forthe ſame) no King on earth can compare, 
for Royall perſonall Vertues, of Pietie, luſtice, temperance, &c. And the 
hearts of Ivo AH and IAALL, ought to bee bowed, even as the heart 
of one man, to follow, and obſecundate him, in all his Godlie Deſigncs, 
as their Father: that it may bec well with chem, and their King. 


Thirdlie, Kinges ſhould not bee lifred vp, becauſe they are Bre- 
chren in Profeſſion, Calling, and Office. In this degree , Kinges 
amongſt them- ſelues paraleled, are Brethren, Satouox and H1- 
KAM, AHAB and BENKHADAD are Brethren, Bur, who vpon earth 
date giue direction, or commaund kinges, that they bee not lifred vp 
aboue others? (Since for the greateſt part, Omnes produttss odere pa- 
18. And Haunan hath ſuſpicious, and jealous Counſelloures, to mile 
interprete Davids Godlie meaning.) The Pope, without warrand, 
would arrogate that to him- ſelfe, Petra dedit Petro, Petrus Diadc- 


ma Rodolpho. But before this power was ſome · hat abrogated, and 
kinges for the 75 — parte, can challenge, clayme, vindicate, and 
mayntayne ſufficientlie their owne Rights now-a-dayes . Yet, leſt 
wee ſhould leaue this poynt, as that Diſeaſe, Noli me tangere; ſince 
wee are commaunded , to take the Wyne-Cup ar GODS handes, 
wee may boldlie (with our Maſters licence, although wee haue not 
coactiue power) propyne it: and counſell, and exhort, that Kinges 
bee not lifted vp aboue others, in ambition, pryde, malice, or envye; 
making havocke of others Territories and Dominions. IE HTA 
ſendeth a notable Ambaſſage to the king of Ammon; to wit, that eve- 
ric one ſhould poſſeſſe that which G O © had given, Davips 
Oraions agaynſt-Goliah, and ro SAvrL, are wonderfull, Anas 
bade tell BenHaDap, ſaying, Let not him that girdeth on his Har- 
neiſe boaſt him-ſelfe , as him that putteth it off. Ieboaſb counſel lei l 
Aua ab, that although hee had ſmitten Fdom, yet that hee ſhould not 
bee liſted vp, nor meddle to his hurt. Ieboſephat, when it was tolde 
him, that a great multitude came from beyond the Seas, ſet him-lelfe 
to ſeeke the LORD, proclaimed a Faſt: and Iudab gathered them- 
ſelues together, ro aske counſell and helpe from GOD: and they 
ſtoode before the LORD, with their little ones, their Wyues , and 
their Children: the King hath a pithie Prayer ; and com:nitting the 
ſucceſſe to GOD, prevayleth. Ringes, then, becauſe Brechren by 
GOD, in Office, ſhould not bee lifted vp, to envade others Con- 


fines .

fines : eyther ſecretlie, by treaſon ; or openlie, by vnjuſt Warrts, di 
ſturbing the peace of Man-kinde: knowing not onelte Abners faying, 
to wit, It will bee bitternefle in the ende: but, that all their power is 
from G O O: and that it is onelie Hee that tranſlateth Dominion, 
from Nation to Nation: and lifteth vp men from the Dongue- hill, to 
fir amongſt Princes; as Agabocles, the Potters ſonne, to bec king of 
Sicilie: and Saul is taken from following his Fathers Aſſes, and David 
from the Lewes, to bee King: and Iotham parable is often- times true. 
There- fore, this ſhuuld reſtraine, curbe, and ſuppreſſe jealouſie, ſuſpi- 
tion, and æmulation, & c. amongſt Kinges : reſenting not onelie, 
that they ate gtethren, but that they holde their Crownes of a Supe- 
riour, vvho over - ſweyeth all the Sceprers, even at his owne pleaſure : 
and that Hee will reckon with Kinges, for His Talentes. And, there- 
fore, as one Nation, and People, are to one Kings ſo is the whole 
Worlde, and all the Kinges there-in, ro GOD, K 1 8G of kinges. 
Hence, then, all envye from Kinges: ſince beſides that they are 4 
thren, G O D and Nature hath ſeparated their Dominians from 
other, ſome by inpregnable Mountaines, ſome by Rivers, ſome by 


Seas, ſome by manners, and forme of living, and almoſte all by Lan- 


guage and Speach, &. And,there-fore, as they haue their boundes 
ſer them, and diſtinguiſhed,as ſeverall kingdomes, & yet all is the earth: 
So ſhould their waſte concupiſcence, and deſites, bee bounded, and li- 
mitated . And remember Cyneas Saying vnto Pyrrbus, immoderate 
of Couqueſt; profeſſing, that hee would take reſt, atter that hee had 
ſubdued Italie. Why, is it not better nowe ( ſayde hee) to reſt in 
peace, before you trouble your ſelſe, and others? Call to minds 144- 
lob and Labans Covenant, to wit, that thoſe Boundes, Marches, and 
Languages , ſhould beate witneſle, that none of them ſhould paſſe 
them, for the harme of others. But all as of che earth, and men, to 
liue in a common Concord, Harmonie, and Affection: ſince Homo eſt 
animal ſociale » And, there · fore, none ought to bee diſturbers of the 
common Peace of Man-kinde . Lamentable is Ciceroes obſervation, 
to wit, that moe men haue periſhed, by the handes of men, chan Gy 
other accidentes what-ſo-ever: and, that Homo, ſhould bee Homini 


Lupus. But, Bleſſed are the Peace-makers, for thay ſhall bee called 

the Children of GOD, Matth. 5+ 9, | | 
Fourthlie: Kinges ſhould not bee lifted vp, in reſpect of the 
Brother · head of Grace, which is moſte ſtrift, in regarde of the inime- 
diate power of GO DS Spirite, working the ſame. And, there- 
G 2 fore,

fore, aboue all, this ſhould binde — to live in æquitie, that they 
are ſibbe to their People, and amongſt them - ſelues in the Lion of the 
Royall Seede of the Tribe of I/ 4H: although the ſtraite bandes 
of Nature, and Blood, bee violated often- times: and as there bee 
Monſters in Nature, and of Blood, which are aberrations of Nature, 
and by the ſcope there-of, ( as Philoſophers determine:) So there 
hath beene in che Politicke eſtate, ( not-with-ſtanding of all theſe 
Bandes — affection and loue,) Monſters, both of Kinges, 
and Nations. But, let the Poet prevaile , que tantoram diſcat 
we vate maloram , quam maltum licuit populic , ant regibus ates. I will 
not rehearſe che barbaritie of the Turkes , ſtrangling all the reſt of che 
Brethren, after anie hope of Succeſſion: Neither of Freſler lobn, im- 
priſoning his Brethren: Neither of the king of Om, pulling out 
the Eyes of his Brethren, to debarre them from the kingdome z even 
becauſe of the Lawe, that a blinde man ſhould nor bee king: Neither 
the havocke of manie cruell Tyrants, cutting of their owne Armes and 
Legges, (like mad Pentbeus) and the Armes and Legges of their Prin- 
des, and Subjectes: Neyther the raging furie of People, that multi- 
tude of Beaſtes, as Sumenes complaineth, whoſe Swordes devour moe 
of their Princes, than of theit Enemies: Neither the Tumultes, Sedi- 
tions, Treaſons, Plottes, Inſurrections, and Conſpiracies z even to de- 
thronize thoſe, whome G O D hatch inſtalled. But, as the Heathen 
would not ſet downe Lawes, either againſt Parricides, or ingrate per- 
ſons , leſt anie ſhould learne ſuch Vyces : So men ſhould beware of 
blazing abroade ſuch Popple,amiddet GODS Wheat. Yet, let 
all remember the Brother-head by Grace, which although it neither 
abrogateth, nor diſſolveth the diſtinctions and degrees, which either 
Nature or Policie hath appointed: Let ic ſhonld moderate, and teach 
all, to diſcharge their O fices and Dueties, each vnto others, accor- 
—— that all may bee done in loue, and that everie one may ſerue 
another in loue, ( as the holie Apoſtle exhorteth.) Thus kinges 
ought in æquabilitie and zquilibrie of loue, to rule, and judge, even 
according to luſtice: remembering not onelie, that their Subjectes 
are their Brethren ; but alſo, that they are the LORD S Inheri. 
tance, and Members of the Bodie of IESVS CHRIST, 
their elder Brother : and, that they which nowe ſtand at the Barre to 
bee judged, ſhall one daye fic vpon Thrones, as Aſſeſſoures vnto that 
GREAT T/DGE, in the Generall Iudgement: Yea , that they, 
and their Subjectes, ſhall bee Co-heires, and Co-kinges of Glorie. 
, 3 F And, 
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And, there · fore, heere they ſhoald not bee liſted vp, ( if they bee in 

the kingdome of Grace,) prowdlie, reproachfullie, or deſpitefullie, 
over-haughting, or contemning their Subjectes: but in all meeke- 
neſſe, and vprightneſſe of heart, to doe tight and æquitie vato everie 

one: knowing whoſe Deputies they are, and whoſe is the ludge- 
ment. But, and if they delight to bee lifted vp in iniquitie, 8 A ur- 
so Riddle will ſurelie bee inverted at the laſt, 

Nowe, the thing that ſhould not bee lifted vp, is the Heart» The 
Heart is principallie aimed at: not onelie becauſe it is the principal 
Seate of Iudgement, and that there - fore G O D requireth it chiefelie, 
and wholelie: Bur, alſo, becauſe it is the verie Roote and Fountaine 
of all Bitterneſſe, of Pryde, and of Malice, (as our Saviour CHRIST 
ſayeth:) And the Moraliſt ſayde, —_— oculi, ſi ani mus ocnlis 
imperat, For, as if the Heart inthe Bodie were ſwolne, or puffed 
vp, the reſt of the Members are in great daunger: So, like-wiſe, if 
the Kinges heart bee blowne vp, there is perill of a Whirle-wynde, 
even to over-blow the Common-wealch 3 and it is a ſure token, that 
ſuch kinges arelifred vp, in GO DS wrath, for a ludgement. And, 
there-fore , ſince that kinges are the Heart and Head of the Com- 
mon- wealth, the People ſhould take diligent heede vnto them-ſelues, 
leſt the LORDS anger bee kindeled againſt ISRAELL, and 
Satan ſtand vp againſtchem , even to provoke their kinges againſt 
them, and to moue them to ſwell, and riſe in tumoures, of ſelfe-con« 
ceited humoures, of their Graundour, Ritches, Power, numbers 
of men, &c, And let the king call co minde, not onelie DAv iS 
numbering of the People, and HezexrAans oſtentation of his 
Treaſure and Armorie; but alſo Davids Saying, I haue not 
thought, nor ſought, great thinges. Secondlie : The Heart is 
pointed at, even becauſe no man knoweth the Spirir of man, but 
Man: and the heart of man, is deceitfull aboue all thinges: who can 
know it? Men ofren-tymcs play the Counterfaites, by ſhowes of Cour- 
teſieʒ externallic ſtealing away the hearts of men, by faire ſpeaches, as 
ABsSOLOM did: and yet they areall-to-gerher like vnro him in heart, 
evenprowde Rebelles. And, there-fore, bleſſed are the pure in ſpi- 
rite, who haue learned at their Maſter I CHRIST] to bee mecke, 
and lowlie in heart; and whoſe heart is vpright, as I = NH ſayde to 
Ion ADA, andas DAVID ſayde vnto thoſe of Benjamin 
and Iv DAA, which came to him to the Holde, If ec come 
peaceablic-—, to helpe - mee, nu Heart ſhall bee knitte vnto 

G 
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you. There-fore, away with Hypocriſie, and a double hearty 2 heart 

and a heart, a tongue and a hand, contrarie to the heart; from which 
they ſhould haue their liuelie operations, But let them bee, in verie 
deede, that which they ſeeme to bee: leſt counterfaiting, with Tyberins 
at the firſt, and Nero for ſiue yeares, (Aarcum quinquennium Ners- 
nu) chey deceiue men, making them to truſt vnto them, ( but cur- 
ſed is hee, who ttuſteth in the Arme of Fleſn:) when in the meane 
time, they ate moſte prowde malicious Deceivers, like vnto Antio- 
chus Fupator, | x.4x0m mp ) and Demetrias to the IE we 3, perju- 
rious, and devourers of Men: like thoſe Antbropepbagi, and Canni- 
balls, But all true Los Hvans, ItHosopharTs, and lo- 
S1Ans, hoping for helpe from GOD, will bee gracious in 
heart and deede, as well as in wordes. Let Lyſander haue no Compa- 
nions, counting Profite to bee Honeſtie: and ſaying, that Children 
ought to bee deceived , Crepandis; and Men, by Oathes; although 
that M atchiavell, and the whole rabble of Polititians, crye out, Neſs 
cit regnare , qui neſcis difſimulare. Yet let Chriſtian Kinges and Prin. 
ces remember, that this is Ponſon to PI ETI: and, Nai vadit 
plane, vadit ſave, The Schoole- men determine, that the King ſhould 
bee a God in this, Not to breake his worde. The decilion of Lawe 
is, that if a king or prince goe againſt his promiſe, it ought for to bee 
reckoned amongſt the caſes which fall out by chaunce: neither may 
anie ſuppone the contrarie. The Obligation of this is double: one, 
naturall xquitic, which requireth trueth in ſpeaches, and chit they 
bee Txp47pice , of that which is in the m inde: the other, the duetie of 
the King, whoſe worde is the formall warrandize of Fidelitie amongſt 
the Pcople: There-fore, the Proverbeis common, I Will bee 4 
King of my worde. Hence, then, Diſfimalation , both from 
Court and Countrey ; that wee may ſerue G O O in finceritie and 
trueth, and everie one truſt another, wichour ſuſpicion , 

Out of this Negatiue, this Conſequent may bee deduced, to wit, 
that if kinges ſhould not beelifred vp in heart, farre leſſe then anic Iu- 
ferioures, who like-wiſe ought earneſtlie to remember, all the Linkes 
of Brother-head, and liue in æquabilitie of loue cowards others: not 
puffed vp in pryde, ſince GO D reliſteth the prowde,and loveth the 
lowlic and meeke, even the humble NATHANAE TLS, in whome 
there is no guile. This may checke thoſe, who like Toades, ſwollen 
vp with earth, and loaden, as NAAMoN ſayde, like Mulcs, vvith 


molde, becauſe of their Ritches, for-ſoothe, exalt them- ſelues _ 
their 
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their Brethren, Let the daye will come, when it ſhall bee ſhowne, 
how difficill a thing it is, for a ritch man, to enter into the Kingdome 
of Heaven: and what a difference ſhall bee betwixt LAEZ AAS; 
and the ritch Glutton , Others, beeing lifred vp , like a bell vpon 
the waters; or blowing, like the Children, a Feather in the aire; flie 
ſwiftlie after Honour, even like the Peacockes, ſhowing their painted 
Plumes. Yet the daye commeth apace, which will diſcriminate be- 
twirt Baman and Moabit: and then, Moveat cornicula tie 
ſum , furtivis nudats coloribus. Like-wiſe, others, like men dileaſed in 
che Melt, or beaſtes affrighted ar their owne ſhidowes in che water, are 
puffed vp, by pryde of Anteceſſoures, and Eſtates, withour any breath 
of Verttue in them-ſclues. And yer Time ſhaweth verie often, that 
there is no difference berwixt Ixus and Creſws: and, Hi motus animo- 
rum, atque bac inflamina tanta, pulveris exigui jaitu compreſſa quieſcunts 
All are alike ſibbe in CHRIST IESVS, and yet none will 
participate of His Glorie, but they who are Brethren with Him in 
Grace. And who dare diſdayne, to call Him Brother, whom GOD 
hath adopted to bee His Sonne? and will Him- ſelfe bee called 


his FATHER, 


Aud that hee turne not aide, from the Commandement . 


N the ſecond Negatiue vſe, becing generall, there is 

to bee marked, the interdiction, and che manner: the interdi tion, 
Hee ſhould not turne from the Commauandement. The Commaundement 
is ike a Way, or Guide in the Way. For a Way, David ſayeth, I wil 
runue the Way of Thy Commanndementes. And hee wept, when 
hee ſaw , that men walked not in the path-waye of GO DS Com- 
maundementes. This is the Way of the high and mightie KING, 
the Royall Law, where-in both King and Subjectes oughe to walke , 
Kinges, indeede , may haue their private wayes , vntotheir Houſes, 
Thrones, and Pallaces: but this is the onelie Path-beaten- way, vnto 
the Throne and Palace of Heaven. For, there hee onelie two wayes 
in the World; as not onelie Hercules (as Xenopbon reporteth) ſaw, 
and Pytbagoras could teach; bur CHRIST Him- elfe, ( as 94. 
vid like · wiſe, jn his firſt ſalme) demonſtrateth chem vnto His Diſci- 
ples: that is, the broade way, and the ſtraite. This laſt, is the way of 
GODS — of the which if anie aan 
4 ä the 
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the broade Fieldes of Pleaſure , with David; or of Ambition, with 
Auron; or of oſtentation of Treaſure, with Hezekiab; they ſhall not 
onelic finde daunger, but alſo difficultie to teturne, as all thoſe three 
did: for it is even the way betwixt the Water, and the Fyre ; ſo, thar 
if chere bee a ſlippe, or out-running, then muſt there bee either a dra- 
wing, in the Waters of Marab, by the Teares of Repentance; or elſe 
there will bee a burning in Hell. It is like the ſtraite way, where the 
Angell did meete Baalam: out of the which wee muſt not preaſſe 
with the Alle, to turne; vnlelle wee would hazard the cutting off of 
our head. Secondlie ; If the Commaundement ſhoulde bee our 
Guide, in this our Pilgrimage, as the princelie Prophet David prote- 
ſeth, in the hundreth and nineteenth Pſalme, ſaying, Let it bee 
Light , and Lanterne- : wee ſhould cleauecloſe vnto it, vnleſſe wee 
would ſuffer Shippe-wracke : Wee muſt ſinc erelie followe it, leſt 
wandeting from it, ( as loſepb did, out of the waye, ) wee goe to 
Dothan, and bee ſolde vnto the Iſmaclites, or #gyptians, or chic fe 
Steward of our owne Appetites, the Baytes of this World, and vnto the 
Suggeſtions of @atan. Therc- fore, let vs all, in the Name of the 
LORD, holde ſtill by this GvrDe; which will bring vs, even 
as the Guyde did the Daniter, not vnto a Lachu, but vnto a ſecure 
HIEKRKVSALE M. Secondlie: Marke where from the Kin 
ſhould not turne, to wit, not from the Commaundement , Although 
the Commaundementes ſeeme to bee manic, yet they are reckoned 
heere in the (ſingular number: there-by to declare, that they haue one 
Limbe, where-by they are joyned, one Spirite, one Authoritie, and 
Majeſtie of GOD, from which they lowe. They are capitulared 
in one loue; vnto G O D principallic, and to our Neyghbour in and 
for GOD. And, there ſote, no przvarication to bee vſed, but obe- 
dience yeelded vnto all, as to one: all muſt binde, as one ſingular 
and ſingle Commaundement. 


The manner is, Nether to the- right hand , nor to the 


left. Moss offered to Og and Siben, and to the king of Edem, 
that hee would neither turne to the right hand, nor to the left, in his 
pallage to Canaan : and hee is denyed. But the playne high waye, is 
offered vnto all the kinges of IS AA LL, ſpirituallie travelling 
thorowe the Wilderneſſe of this Worlde, towardes the Heavenlie 
CANAAN: ſo that they turne not, neyther to the right hand, nor to 
the left. The right and left hand of Proſperitie, or of Adverſitie, 
ſhould not moue kinges, nor anie others, to turne from G O D'S 

| Command 
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Commaundementes: if they would remember Agars Prayer, and 

that parable of the hote Sunne, and the Winde, ſtry ving for the Mans 

Cloathes: and that EPITAPH of Saynt MARGARITE, 

our Queenc , or of her Daughter M AVDE, ſurnamed g ON A; 

Profſpera non letam fecere, nec aſpera triſtem. Aera riſus ei, 

proſpera terror erant: or that Triumph of GODS Children, 
RO Mu. 8. I am per ſwaded, that neyther Mes, nor death, &c. 

ſpall bee able to ſeparate vs from the lowe-of GOD, Which us in 
CHRIST TIESFYS, For, as Proſperitie ſhould bee 1 4 4K 08 8 

Ladder, toclin'be to Heaven, to beholde che bountifull Liberalitie of 

GOD, aud that all His Benefites are farre aboue them; and to con- 

ſider , that if the LOR O graunt ſuch plentie, even in our baniſn- 

ment, What varieties of Rarities, hath Hee reſerved for vs, in our 

Countrey : And, there- fore, ſhould moue vs, to anoynt the Pillar, 

with the Oyle of Gladneſſe. So, the Commaur dement in adverſitie, 

ſhould bee lyke Wyne, or Honey, mixed with Water, — the 

taſte of the Water; or, lyke as when Water is caſten vpon the Fyre, 

it not onelie cauſeth the Fyre to burne the bolder; but its nature is 

ſo chaunged, that it becommeth Fyre alſo: Even ſo, Adverſitie chaun- 

geth both its name and nature tothe Godly : na aua becommeth 

palyuan : and Afflictions become Tryalls, Fyninges, Speaninges, 
aidelat, & c. and moveth the mynde to drawe nearer vnto GOD, 

vvho lovinglie chaſtiſeih chem, that they periſh not, with the wicked 
worlde, Neyther the right hand, nor the left, of the concupiſcence 
of nature: neyther iraſcible, ur luſt on the one parte, and the luſtes, 
and entyſing Flatteries, yea, the Objectes of the deceytfull Worlde, 
on the other parte. None of theſe, I ſaye, ſhould tune eyther kings, 
or anie others, from GO DS Commaundementes. The wyle 251. 
loſophers could præſctybe Rules, for ſubduing of their Paſſions, and 
Allurementes: but they all came too ſhore. But, it wee holde the 
Ballance of the LORDS Commaundementes in our handes, and 
looke vnto it, that the Statera bee perpendicular; then all other 
thinges may bee connted but light, and Refuſe, in reſpc of the 
weyght of GODS Commaundementes. Thirdlie: Neyther the 
right hand, nor the left, of the exceſſe, and defect of Vertue, ſhould 
divert the king, or others: but it muſt bee knowne, In medio ſtat Vir- 
tas: and that golden Mediocritie is diligentlieto bee followed, And, 
there-forc, naked Grace, and luſtice, without handes, and Eyes, muſt 
leade Kinges, yea, and everie ſorte of people, forwardes, in this Way, 
H without 


without anie deviation, declination , or deliratlon, even in the leaſt 
circumſtance, eyther wittinglie, or willinglie. Farther: wee may 
marke, that as the king mult not turne to the right hand, nor to the 
left: ſo neyther muſt hee returne, nor goe backe: for that were to re- 
turne with the Waters of lordane, or to flee from the preſence of 
the LORD, with che Zgyptiavs, in the midſt of the Sea; or with 
Io x As, vnto Taxsvs. Although G O O would not bring 
the IS AAB TLITES thorowe the Land of the Philiffimes , leſt they 
ſeeing Warres , ſhould haue beene afrayde: yet wee muſt march for- 
wardes, and not bee lyke to the IsRAELLITES, who ſayde, Let 
v m Captan , and returne to A#gypt. Our King muſt 
no wayes bee this Captayne, nor anie other; to leade vs, eyther vnto 
AMgypt , or Damaſcus, or Babel: But wee muſt conſtantlie, and cow- 
ragiouſlie, make our Progrelle, not onelie through the Palme Trees, 
but alſo through all the Waters of Marab, of Afflictions; and Mere- 
bab, of Temptations ; altho through the middeſt of fyerie Serpentes: 
For, by this Guide, wee ſhall bee like Salamanders, and Pyrauſts, vn- 
ſcortched, if wee but looke to the newe brazen Serpent. Wee muſt 
not ſtand ſtill, Non progredi in ia DON, eft regredi. We muſt goe on 
continuallie, altho it may be but like the olde man, going a ſlow pace, 
to Or rurvs, yet hee came thither at laſt, Wee muſt continue out 
our journeying, I ſaye, although fourtie yeares, compaſſing the De- 
fart; and, then, no doubt, at length, wee ſhall paſſe over IoA Dax E. 
There- fore, let vs holde forwardes, in the Path-waye Zqualiter , and 
Aguabilirer: not like vnto thoſe, who too haſtilie runne them - ſelues 
out of breath, and then are forced to ſtand ſtill; ng well, but 
leaving ſoone; even like the violent motion, ſwift at the firſt, and 
ſlow in the ende. But ours ſhould bee like the naturall motion, that 
is, the nearer that it dra weth to the proper place, it is aye the ſwifter. 
Let vs run, that we may obtayne; marking the ſkill of the runners of 
Horſes, who keepe vp, that the horſe tyre not, but that he may run moſt 
ſwiftlie in the ende. But yet vnmatchleſſe is hee, who runneth both 
firſt and laſt ſwiftlie, without faynting , or fayling: for hee, indeede, 


ſhall receiue che Crowne. 


Tothes 
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To the ende, that hee = may proloug hu dayes , &c. 
T HIS laſt parte of the Text, is a moſte forcible 


Argument and motive, to enforce obedience, both vnto the 

Pracept and vſes. For, although the L ORD may ab- 

ſoluteſie commaund, and His will ſhould bee a Reaſon and 
Lawez Vet heerc-in is His Wiſedome, that Hee enjoyneth nothing, 
where-vnto Hee preaſſeth not to perſwade. And, although wee bee 
bound, abiolutelie ro obey , without anie reſpect of Rewarde: yet, 
ſuch is His goodneiſe, that, cven to enamorate vs, with His loue 
and ſervice, Hee propoundeth vnto vs, manie large promiſes of Re- 
wardes. And, although a King may thinke, that hee can bee ob- 
liſhed vnto none, and that none can rewarde him: yet heere is a Su- 
periour, vnto whome all Kinges are greatlie obliſhed ; and, who ob- 
liſneth Him- ſelfe, to rewarde His inferiour, with prolongation of 
dayes, To him, and to his Seede, Heere generallie marke: as this 
is the firſt Commaundement with promiſe, ( as the Apoſtle, Saynct 
PavL, ſayeth to the ETHEBSIANS, inthelixt CHarPprTer, 
and ſecond Verſe;) Honour thy Father, and thy Mother, &c. 
Enjoyning , that naturall, civill , and ſpirituall Parentes, bee ho- 
noured , that GODS Bleſſing may bec obrayncd , So, like-wiſe, 
it tyeth Superioures , to heue a care of Iuferioutes: for, Relatiues in- 
clude one another. And, as this Promiſe of Rewarde, proporteth 
the former Ducties to bee performed by the King; So, on the contra» 
rie, in cale of faylzie, the contrarie puniſhment , where-of there 
bee large Recordes, both of the Threatninges, and Exemples, in the 
Booke of the Lawe, which che King ſhould haue. There-fore, this 
right hand, and the left, would bee looked vnto. 


In the Benefite, wee may, firſt, diſtinguiſn to whome it is: Sev 
condlie, What it is: Thirdlie, Where: and fourthlie, Amon 
whome, Everie one of theſe appeareth to bee a particular Bleſſing: 
ſuch is the Magnificence, and Munificence, of this GREAT KING, 
excceding all other Kinges, in genefites, admirable, and incompre- 


henlible, The firſt, to whome, is, Hee , and hus Seede, It is not 


onelie the generall Contract, betwixt G O0 D and the Fartazvrs, 
I will be 6 GOD, and the GOD of thy Seede: and the particu- 


lar Covenant, betwixt G O O, and eyerie faythfull one, That their 
W: 2 Seede 
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Seede ſhall inberite the Land; as ic is ſayde in the twentie and ſius 
PSALME, and in manic other places of the ſacred SCRIPTYVRE 8 
and the Faythfull maye looke coufidentlie for it, if their Children 
continue in the tcareof the LORD, as is annexed vnto the ſecond 
Commaundement: But, this is a verie ſtrict Covenant, even be- 
twixt the GREAT SEGNIOPR of the Worlde, and the LESS; 
That, who ſervech Him, and rulech for Him, Hee will bleſſe them, 
and their Poſteritie. This Hee performed vnto I's nv, according 
ro His Promiſe, even for his zeale ( although it was not totall , nor 
finall ) co Reformation, vnto the fourth Generation « This Hee 
performed vnto Dav 1D, for his vprightneiſe, continuating his 
Race, and che reygne in his Race, almoſte a thoulande yeares , in 
ſome meaſure of Supremacie, As Kinges, then, holde their Crowns 
of GOD; So it is by Him, that their Line and Poſteritie, it præ- 
ſerved coreygne. This hath G0 D evidentlie ſhowne by His Pro- 
phets, from tyme to tyme: and, in particular, when the Tribes fell 
away from the Houſe of Davio, that that thing came from Him. 
When Athaliab intended to exſtirpate the whole Race of the Kine, 
by him was TloasH præſerved, by [zxnojeDaAn, in the 
Houſeof the LORD. And, who can denye, but that the Roote 
of [ESSE, although ic ſeemeth to bee rotten, taketh roote downe- 
wardes, and buddeth vpwardes? And, the Line and Race is couci- 
nued miraculouſlie, ro the Eye of Man: that often- tymes a Twigge, 
and an Vnder-growth , becommetha Tree, when the olde Stocke is 
decayed This was not onelie ſeene in NaTHaNs Poſteritie, 
when SALomoNns degenerarcd , according to that of the Pro. 
phet, Wryte this Man Chyldleſſe, for none of him ſhall ſit 

the Throne of D AVID: meaning IE oN H. And 
if choſe which ace reckoned in the ſecond Booke of the C H RON. 
CLES, were his Children, as Chemnitius { citing Africanus, Damaſ- 
cene » and Ambroſe, for his Authors) thinketh; yet they were reje- 
Red in the Covenant of Principalitie, and NaTaans aſſumed, of 
whom CHRIST came, according to the Fleſh : and, lyke - wyſe, 
this is evident in other Kingdomes, and eſpeciallie in this; not one- 
lie that Kinges ſucceede lincallie, in their owne Kingdomes: but, that 
by vertue of this Bleſſing, G 0 O hath vnited, even in one Shielde , 
the Lyons and the Libbardes, the wnyte and the red Roſe; But, like- 
wiſe , the Thiſtle, and the Flowre-· de- luce. There-fore, let that of 
the PSALMIST bee temembered, thathy GODS Bleſſing, — 

commet 
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commeth to paſſe: Neither by correption, nor corruption z by force, 
nor fayour; by feate, nor fayntneiſe: but, principallie, by the Do- 
nation! of the ALL-MIGHTIS, Author ,of the Race, Conti- 
nuator of the Reygne: For the which, Homage is due vnto Him , 
ſince Przferment commeth neycher from the Ealt, nor from the Weſt, 
but onelie from Him, who tooke the Kingdome from SAvEes 
Houſe, and gaue it vnto DAVID. 


In the ſeconde parte, wee may diſtinguiſh a Benefite , and a Me- 
morandum. The Bleſſing is, Prolongation of dayes, If naturall 
lyfe, bee the Bleſſing of GOD, (as none may doubt,) then the 
continuation and length chere-of, is a farther degree. And if to a 
private man theſe bee Benefites , then much more to a King, both for 
him-ſclfe, and his Kealme. For, if it bee tequiſite, for a wyſe and 
prudent man, to haue experience of thinges, as it was counted in- 
creaſe, to the prudence of YLYSSES, to haue ſcene manie mens 
manners, and manie Townes; then ie muſt bee an augmentation to 
the wiſedome of Kings, to haue experience of manic yeares; vvho 
haue to doe not onelie with all Hercales Monſters, but, alſo, with 
that chiefe (the common People) of Monſters; where there are 
Q wt Capita, tot ſenſas. There-fore, the Poet bringeth in Nefter, 
who had lived three Ages; giving counſell continuallie to A GAs 
MEMNON, and AGAMEMNON preferring ten NESTORS, 
vnto ren ArtAaxes. Although Re HOSO AM, in GODS 
judgement, lightlied the counſell of the olde men, which had ſtoode 
— SA tou ON, (vhich none but a fooliſh king woulde, or 
will doe:) For; although ſome Difficiles querali ſenes, doe com- 
playne, that Malta vident , que nollent; yer, like-wiſe, Malta vident, 
que vellent: and, others can confeſſe with CAT o, Nibil babes, qued 
fenetihubem accuſem. los Et Þpu governing Rr r foure-ſcore 
yeares : olde MoSEs, olde losvan, olde Cares, olde 
MASItNL1SSA, &c. are Exemples of Prudence, and Governa- 
ment, ALEXANDERs Captaynes, Quorum nullus minor ſexage- 
naris, ordines duxit , may ſhowe, not onelie, Hæc dare conſilium; but 
like-wiſe, Pagnare parats ſeneftus. Then, length of dayes, for Wiſe 
dome, governing, and ſetling Eſtates, is a great Bleſſing, even 2s 
ISRAELL found, both in Church, and in Policie, in the tyme 
of DAVIDS Naygne. HEZEKIAS praying for, and obtay- 
— the continuation of his lyfe, for eſtabliſhing of the Common- 
wealth, and Religion, is an Evidence. Likewiſe, ſecondlie, this 
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prolongation of dayes, is a Bleſling to all perſons, but eſpeciallie to 
Kinges, even becauſe there- by they haue the greater Signes of the 
Favour of 6 0 D, where-by Hee more and more communicateth 
His Bleſſing vnto them, which they ſhould account for moe Obliga- 
tions to ſerue Him, For, not onelie haue they aſſurance of Spirituall 
Sleſfinges confirmed; but, alſo, a large vic of cemporall geneſites, 
where-of, after this lyſe, there ſhall bee no vic. Thus their mynds are 
more conſolidate in GODS Mercies; and by theſe, as by a Touch- 
ſtone , more ſharpened, and ſet on edge, for to honour Him, For, 
if it bee vndoubted trueth, that hee which hath much Debt forgiven 
him, loveth much : then, like-wiſe, even hee who hath much gi- 
ven him, inalong lyfe. And, this ſhould bee the onelie count of 
long lyfe, why men ſhoulde deſire it, even that they maye ſerue 
the LORD the moreduetifullie. This is the Prophets, The dead 
cannot prayſe Thee there u no rememberance of Thee in the- 
Crane: the living, the living onelie - praſc- THF NAME. 
Thirdlie: Prolongation of dayes is a Benehite , becauſe, as our lyfe 
is by participation of the Goodnelle of 'GOD; fo ſhould it kythe, 
by communication of this Goodneſſe, vnto others. If che Philoſo- 
phers Axiome bee true, Benam quo communins eo pra ſtant ius: Since 
the prolongation of the lyfe of the King is good, of which good- 
neſſe all the Subjectes participate, ( fince for their good, Kinges are 
iven:) then the continuation of their lyues , ſhould bee an increaſe 
of this Goodneſſe: that their Subjectes may bee continuallie Anbe- 
lantes, their long lyfe. Although SAL O M O N ſhoulde ſuc- 
cecde ; yet their Eyes ſhould bee all vpon DAY IDs lyfe: ſince 
often-rymes it hath proved too true, that Oni mutatio , ef periculo- 
ſa: although that BCCLESIASTES for the people ſaye, that 
commonlie moe looke to the ryſing of the S VNN, than to the 
going downe of the ſame. 


The Watch- worde is, of daycs. Although it bee a prolonga- 
tion, yet it is but of dayes. — 4 daye that ever was, had an 
ende. Not onelie the long dayes of the Poets, which they feygned 
for their gods ; but, like-wile, 1087/4 Hs daye, where - in both 
Sunne — Moone ſtoode ſtill; and HEZEKIAHS daye, where- 
in the Sunne went backwardes ; ye, at laſt, the Sunne went downe : 
Even ſo, this lyfe, although it ſhould laſt as long with anie, as it 
did with METHYSALEM , yet, at laſt, it muſt haue an ende: 
And, there-fore, ( ſince Finis coronat Opus : and, Finis movet effi- 

cientem 
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clentem ad agendum: and the counſellis , Quicquid ag, prudenter ag, 
& refpice finem, ) in the ſhortneſſe of this lyfe , like a daye, ſhorr , 
and vncertaine; or long, likea daye, and certaine, yet to haue an 
ende: Kinges, and all ſortes of people, ſhoulde remember, not 


onelie the long dayes, which che Pocts haue feygned , in 1»ſulis For- 


tunabis : bur eſpeciallie to thinke vpon that Ever-laſtingneſle , which 
is to bee heere=afrer. If this lyfe bee ſhort, ler it bee well ſpent, 
(and then it cannot properlie bee called ſhort; ) and, remember of 
Ecernitie. If ir bee long, let it bee vertuous: and then it will bee a 
Pledge, even of a better long lyfe abyding. And thus, bee it ſhort, 
bee it long, Non miſere quiſquam , qui bene vixit , obit . 


The third parte, where his lyfe ſhall bee prolonged , in hu king- 
dome, Ie ſhall not bee CRASV/S parte, in CYRV/S King» 
dome; nor IECHONI AHS, in the Kingdome of 548 FELL; 
nor BAIAZETS, caged vp; nor /ZZI AHS, ſhutte vp in his 
owne Kingdome: but in bs Kingdome_; having the full ſwey of 
Governament him-ſelfe: not needing a Deputie, as ABSOLOM 
falſelic alleadged againſt his Father: But, beeing like MOSES, C4. 
LEB, and MASINISSA, who beeing full foure-ſcore yeares 
of age, had neyther Eye, nor Strength, abated z but had till full vi- 
gour of Wit, and abilitie of Bodie, to governe the Kingdome. D 4. 
ID was aſſured, that GO D would make the Godlie palle their 
olde age, with che ſtrength of youth, Piridiſque ſenefta, & crude 
DE o: and renew his age, like the Eagle. Secondlie; In his king 
dome: Not onlie that G O D will continue his Strength and entire 
Governament, that neyther Hee ſtirre vp agaynſt him a RF Z IN. 
nor HADDAD, nor IE AOS O AM, to trouble him, or diſquyet 
his Reygne, or diminiſh his Empyre, or rent it: But Hee will præ- 
ſerue his Dominion and Kingdome ſafe; not made Tributarie eyther 
with RF HO BOI M, or ZEDIKIAH; nor made an vnder- 
king, with the kings of SODO ME and GOMORRAH; nor 
receiue a Tutoriane Kingdowe, as HIRCANVYS, or AHER- 
BALL, and HIEMPFSALL, Yea, Hce will keepe him, with 
IosSRHvAH, that none ſhall bee able to ſtand agaynſt him, all the 
dayes of his lyfe: and, his Territories vnblafted , vnſhiken, and 
ynvaſted, eyther with inteſtine Diſcordes, or externall Invaſions of 
the Enemie, Thus the Munition, Strength, and Safe-guarde, of a 
Kingdome, and Nation, is Tz FIAAI or GOD, and 
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care of HIS Worfhip. Let others truſt in Horſes, and multitudes 
of Armies: But, O LO Kk D, lit vp Thy favourable Counte- 
nance Vpon vs: Bee mercifull co HIERVSALEM; Let Thy 
Peace bee with Her, and Proſperuie within Her Palaces + 


The fourth poynt, is, «mongſt whome: even amiddeit his I $- 
RAELL, his owne People: that hee ſhall not neede to ſeeke Co- 
lonies of Strangers, to poſſeſſe the Land: or to bring in Strangers, 
to bee his Guarde: or to ſeeke for an Armado of Aliantes, vyhich 
hath bene the wracke of manie Countreys, and Common -wealths, as 
hath beene knowne, in the ruine of the Kingdomes of I SKAELL 
and IV/DAH, truſting to STRIA and GT T: in the ruine 
of the Empyre of RO MFH, and CONSTANTINOPLE: 
of the Kingdome oft SICILIEF, of the Kingdome of the 
GAWLES, of the BRITONES, &c. but CAmiddeit by I $- 
RAELL, his owne People, of one Language, Manners, and Con- 
ditions : hee and they mutually ſtryving,in Concord, and Loue, to doe 
Duetic. Secondlie: ISRAELL, whoſe Manners declare the 
Originall of their Name, Prevaylang With G D, and obeying 
Him: and, there-fore, obeying their King: for they who are true to 
GOD, will bee true to Man, (and, falſe to GOD, never true 
to Man, 8s CONSTANTIVS CHLOR/S, trying true 
Chriſtians, ſayde, and found.) Heere is PTR RHYVS wih, in 
another ſenſe , dcfiring cythei that the ROM ANES weie his peo- 

le, or hee their King. Fot, hcere ſhall bee a Warre-lyke, and invin- 
cible People , and a valourous K 1 WO ( becing Godlic, ) ruling 
them: and, there-fore, ſuch a KN, of ſuch a Fcople, what is 
hee not able to doe? or, What can bee too harde for him? 4151 
14H, with his true ISRAELITES, in one daye, killeth 
500000 falſe IS AA ETII TES. ASA fearing GOD, and de- 
ding vpon Him, with his reformed ISRAELITES, over. 
threwe the ATHIOPIANS, and ZYSIMS. IEHOSO- 
PHAT, with his ſanctified ISKAELAITEs, truſting in GOD, 
put the hoaſte of Aliantes, and Strangers, nor onclie tothe rout, but 
alſo to the edge of the Sworde j obtayning that famous Victorie, for 
which the Valley vntill this daye catrieth che Name, vnto the æter- 
nall Commendation of ſuch a Kin, and ſucha People. And, 
there-fore, let both Kinges and People heere take a Patterne, and 


cowrage, Vt cinpeniant rebus nomina, to bee ISKAELL, _— 
ro the 
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to the election in Fayth, and Godlie Manners ; to bee the Spirituall 
IS A4 TE, the Children of ABRAHAM, in CHRIST 
IESVS, che Captayne of the LORDS Hoaſtes, O, what 
an happie King is ſuch à one! O, what a bleſſed People are thoſe, 
whoſe Guarde and Guide is the LORD! They ſhall match, and 
out- match, DAVIDS Worthies, over-comming the Worlde by 
Fayth , they ſhall bee accounted amiddeſt the true Nobles, and Con- 
queroures of CHRIST, farre more famous than ALEXAN-« 
DER, (who ſubduing Kingdomes , was a Slaue vnto his owne 
Paſſiones:) but they denying them-ſclues, and taking the Yoake 
of CHRI ST IESVS vpon them 7 ſhall finde reſt vnto their 
Soules ; and ſhall bee eſteemed worthie,to ſit vpon Thrones, for to 
judge the twelue Tribes of ISRAELL, There-fore, let KI N 
and People endeavour , that having their Name chaunged, to beo 
called IS RAE LL, they may obtayne the Bleſſing,

F neation, not onelie in Fræcept, but alſo in Practiſe, of a per- 

fect King, in Tussi: Where ſhall hee bee found, in Vr o- 

THES1, in the whole Worlde; or might haue beene found, 
in this late and laſt age, if wee ſhould exclude, or, rather, not in- 
clude, OVA LAST KINO, yea, cur beſt, of BITESSED 
MEMOAIE ? For, hee hath put fullie in practiſe, what- ſo- ever 
it præſcrybeth, or deſerybeth: that, Inſerto Nomine, & non mata- 
to, it ſpeaketh of him; and, as our Countrey-man ſayde, Heere 
6 his Hfe, heere_ are hu Manners: That, if PIA To, and 
all the Politickes in the Worlde, woulde defyne, and deſyre, a per- 
fet KING, and Reygne, they might have founde in him, an 
I'DAA, and Plaite- forme there-of. And, there-fore, as hee per- 
formed the Dueties, ſo G O DO beſtowed the Benefites vpon him, 
Long Me, in hu Kingdome_ , even amiddeit hs ISRAELL, 
in great Proſperitie and Peace, (that moſte juſtlie hee merited the 
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Name, BEATI PACIFICI:) and miraculouſlie preſerved 
him amiddeſt all the @hemies and @hebaas manyfolde Conſpira- 
cies, Domeſticall and Fortaygae: and nowe, hath crowned him, 
vvith incortuptible, and immarcelſable Glorie, in the NEWE 
HIERVSALEM: and hath rayſed vv ONE of his Scede, 
yea, out of his owne Loynes, to (fic vpon the THRRONt of che 
KinGDomMe, (as appeareth this daye: ) So that there ſeemech 
no chaunge: For, hee that is nowe, is the verie ſame that the for- 
mer was, both in lyfe, and converſation: and, is Al ra IDen, 
Vato whome, as none can compare in Dignitie of Antecelſoures , ſo 
neycher in the practiſe of this Przcept, 


As for the firſt, ( Bleſſed art thou, O Land, when thy King 
15 the Sonne of Nobles, and thy Princes eate in due ſeaſon, for 
Strength, and not for Drunkenn:ſſe- . Eccutstastes, Char. x. 


Verſ. 17, ) Hee hath an hundreth and ſeaven Progenitoures, going 
before him, in Kinglie Dignitie, ruling this Nation, all comming 
of one Bloode and Race, which hath continued almaſte the ſpace of 
two thouſand yeares, LH 104-ungue vetuitum „ gentibus in reliquis 
wel narret fama , wel audet fabula , longevs vel credunt ſæcula 


fait, buc compone gh, novum eff, Yea, that Promiſe made to 
ABRAHAM, of the perpetuitie of the Dignitie of his Poſteritie, 
will not amount vnto this Account: For, berwixe the Promiſe made 
to ABRAHAM, andthe Incarnationof CHRIST, ar which 
tyme the whole Oigniticof the II ] ES Policie cealſed, and was 
aboliſhed , there was not aboue one chouſand, nyne hundreth, twen- 
tie, and eyght yeares: but, ſince FERGVSIFS the firſt, by the 
Favour of G O D, was made King of SCO TS, vntill our Gra- 
cious Soveraygne his inſt ant Raygne, there are expyred, one thou · 
ſand, nyac hundreth, fourtie, and nyne yeares, O wonderfull, 
and admirable Providence, of the ALL-MIGHTIE! All the 
Kingdomes, and Monarchies of the Worlde , cannot come neare 
this, almoſte by eyght hundreth yeares. O, the incomprehenſi- 
ble Favour of GOD, towardes this Race, and Nation! When as 
they were once, almoſte for the ſpace of fourtie yeares, (not lyke 
to the IE I S, led into Captixitie, to bee brought backe againe) 
exyled, their King EYGENIV/S the firſt, and all the people, 
killed, that there was no memoriall of them, nor knowledge where 
they were: and, at another tyme, their King AL PIN, with = 
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whole Nobilitie ſlayne, that there appeared no hope of Recoverie: 
Yet the Nation, lyke the heads of HID RA, and lyke the People of 
ISRAELL, in XGYPT ; and the Kinges Kace, lyke M Ee» 
THIDRATES, over-come; or lyke ANTA/VS, falling to the 
earth, aroſe greater in number, ſtronger in power, and more feare- 
full ard terribler to their Enemies , than ever before: as both KR O- 
MANES and 8$KITTONES felt, in the fuſt Inſtauration; 
and the PIGHTS in the ſeconde, even vnto ther vtter extermi- 
nion l paſſe the Deſolations atter the death of ALEXANDER +» 
the thirde, and the wonder full Frotections and Recoveri es granted 
them by GOD. Heere the CHRONOLOGERS, and His 
TOoR10GRAPHERS Count, or gueſſe, of their Axioma Im- 


erit , of fyue hundreth yeares , obſerved in other Kingdomes, of 
ASSTRIANES, MEDES, PERSIANES, &c. fayleth: 
For this Kingdome hath continued almoſte foure tymes fyue hundreth 
yeares, Externi immunus DOMINI, which no Kingdome, or 
Nation, can, or ever could, ſaye. And it the Saying of the houſe 
of EL 1AS holde, ( for the durance of the Worlde, ) ſhall bee 
able to ſaye, O animi, People beloved, blciſed by GOD, with 
ſuch a Race, Where-fore , let vs neyther doubt, nor fayle, to prayſe 
GOD, forſucha Race, of Kinges Bloode, to rule {ucha People; 
or, for the People, præſerved by GOD, to bee governed by ſuch 
a Kinges Race; but, for both, conjunctlie, let all loyall Heartes mags 
nilie Co DS Providence, and Protection, 


Secondlie: neyther may anie compare with our K1 NO, ( ſit- 
ting on the Throne of his Kingdome, ) in the practiſe of this Præ- 
cept : For, not onelie hath hee, with young 108 14 E, ſet his 
heart to ſeeke the LORD, even in his tender yeares: But, hee 
hath alſo drunken in the Seede of Godlineſſe, with his Milke; ha- 
ving, with TIMOTHIE, learned and knowne GODS Word 
from a Chylde; And, praying, with SALOMON, for Wile- 
dome, hee hath obtayned it, together with all the reſt of the Royall 
Dignities: That, as im his Styles from his Anteceſſoures, hee hath 


to bee called, DEFENDER OF THE FAYTH, 

hee entendeth co appropriate and peculiarize that Name vnto him- 

ſelfe by juſt deſert : His Deſignes, Purpoſes, Enterpryzes , and 

moſte notable Atchieuementes, præſaging him to bee, of this Age, 

the Phœnix, and Parrogon of Kinges , ( Matte” Pater, Virtu-

tes DEI.) But, lyke-wyſe, the LORD hath put this into 
his heart, even To Vryte 4 Booke of the LiW, and to hane it with 
him, to bee his Councell, and Counſellour: to make ic his Scudie, 
and Meditation: to make Religion his onelie Cure: beeing carefull, 
to ſettle AARON, and all the Prieſtes, and the Levites, in their 
Courſes , and that their Maynraynance bee ſurg, (o that they neede 
not ro wander about the Court, nor Countrey . Hee hath learned, 
even by GODS Worde, The Feare of the LORD; to Hep 
His Lame, and to doe it: To abhorre all Oppteſſion, and præ- 
varication of IVS Tice: neyther deciyning to the tight hand, nor 
to the left: but ſeeking the LORD perfectlie, with DAVID, 
even with his whole heart: Imitating, if not 45 4, yet IE4 O- 
SOPHAT, and HEZEKI[AH, to cutte dowae all he Groucs, 
and all the Images of Baalim, and to put the Dodomites out of 
che Lande. This is, ſhould bee, (and, who doubrech, but it ſtill 
will bee?) his chiefe Cute, his Care, and his Crowne; in the 
feare of the LORD, even co the ende: to purge the TemPLE 
of all Buyers and Sellers, and all other Abules: Knowing, that for 
this, hee is come ro the KanGDomMe: that hee, and his Secde, 
may raygne, amiddeſt [/SK4EFLL, to the Worldes ende. 


Let this teach all our K NSE MaresTieEs Subjectes, 
vvho are lyke ZEBVLY M, not of a double, bur of a pertect 
heart; (as che People, at the Coronation of SALOMON, 
made the carth to reſound, with their acclamations, for joye; and, 
as when Libertie was proclaymed vnto the GRAECIANS , by 
FLAMMINIY/S, they (houred fo , pr ſoine Houres, that 
the Birdes fell downe in the Thearre; ) to prayſe G O D ſincerelie, 
vvho hath given vs ſowyſea SALOM ON,, to builde the Houle 
of the LORD in the Land: So ſtout a DAVID, to fight the 
Battells of the LORD: So mightica IFHOSOPHAT, to 
judge His People with Equitie, Juſtice, and ludgement: vnder 
whoſe Winges, and Reygne, wee haue libertie ro ſerve G O D 
vprightlie, in Spirite, and in Trueth, even as HIS Worde com- 
maundeth. 


And, there - fore, let vs vnceſſantlie continue praying vnto the 
LORD, to giue him the Favour of POMPEI, the Fortitude of 
ALEXANDER, and the Succeſſe of 4/GsT S: to conti- 
nue his Lyfe, and Reygne; to bleilc his Governament; to giue him 

encreaſe 
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encreaſe of Wiſedome, and Strength from Aboue z Faythfull Coun- 
ſelloures , flout-hearred Souldioures, and loyall Subjectes: That 
he: may ſtoppe all the Wayes of his Enemies: and, that as his Præ- 
deceiſourcs expelled the ROMANES, and ROMISH Gover- 
nament, from this Kingdome; So hee may extirpate the reliques of 
che Popple and Tares of ROM ISH Religion: That the C4ANAA4- 
N1ITES bee not onlie made Tributaries; but eyther converted Proſe- 
lyres, or expelled Baaliſts: and, that hee pull downe the Walles of 
che Spirituall Whoze ot Babylon & Jericho (that they never be built 
agayne) fullie & finallie: even to the Coufore of CHRIS TS 
Meuse Ks, the Good of the Common-wealth , the 
ztcrnizing of his one Fame, and the Prayſe of the 
NAME of the LORD of Hoaſtes: Vnto 
whome, onelic Invincible, and Immor- 
mortall, bee all Dominion, 
Honovar, and GLo- 
&1E, for ever,
